Ford asks II billion for S. Vietnam 


PRESIDENT FORD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday (o pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly $1 
billion in aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, in a somber "State of the World" 


address to y joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Wcyand. Just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million In military aid "If there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting It would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In' my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermatli of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
' munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, If 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


bo endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD, IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid in 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift Its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

Mjdison Square Garden Corp. will un- 


veil plans for an 80,000-scat Chicago 
Boars football stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Tr.ick within the next 8 lo 12 
weeks, The Herald learned Thursday. 


The feasibility plan, which Is believed 


lo rely heavily on village financing, uill 
he presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president. 


"The thing is going to depend on the 


new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election to be over. Very shortly, 
we'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or June. 


Ho declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan, Including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
in store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights If (he village board approves the 
proposal.

Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted ... delighted." 


McCaskey said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, Including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason in- 


trasqund game with proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend 


the three preseason and seven regularly 
scheduled league games. The village abo 
is considering a daily parking tax. 


• A guaranteed annual revenue to the 


village.

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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building (he stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskcy said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium arc the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
tun professional baseball (cams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out iMJcnuse they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskcy said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "if they want us to," 
McCaskcy said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season In the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium in Orchard 
Park. N.Y., home of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated In 1973, took 14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y. 


THE LOCATION of the proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it 
is believed to be northwest of the exist-

13 at candidates' night; 
furnace woes rekindled

Defective furnaces — what to do with 


them and how to prevent more of them 
— was the main concern expressed by 
residents at a candidates' night Thursday 
for Elk Grove Village Board candidates. 


An audience of about 13 persons came 


to Clearmont School Thursday night to 
hear incumbents Edward Kenna, Ronald 
Chcrnick and Michael Tosto and tl»cir 
challengers, Sandra Todd and Melvin 
Bylnar, discuss election issues. The at- 
tendance was typical of the poor turnout 
at previous candidates' nights. 


In the discussion period following short 


statements by each of the candidates, 
most of the questions were directed to 
the incumbents by n couple and another 
woman who said they arc among the 
1,700 residents who purchased homes 
with defective furnaces and other prob- 
lems from Centex Homes Corp. 


"It seems to me the homeowner is 


stuck between Centex and the village

board," one woman said. "Who Is in 
charge? Centex says tell the village 
board and the village board says tell 
Centex." 


THERE WERE CHARGES that the 


building department is failing to enforce 
building codes and that inspectors arc in- 
competent. 


"The problem with getting Centex to 


act is that we can only do certain 
things," Kenna said, saying it is impos- 
sible to "punish" the builder for the de- 
fective furnaces by delaying building 
permits for new homes west of 111. Rtc. 
53 as Mrs. Todd earlier sugested. 


In her opening statement, Mrs. Todd 


suggested the village board "find ways 
to stall" on Centex requests for new 
building permits. She also suggested that 


a management study be conducted on the 
operations of the building department, 
saying, "There must be something wrong 
there." 


Bytnar also discussed the furnace issue 


in his statement and charged that Kenna 
told audiences at a previous candidates' 
night th.it local building codes are "unen- 
forceable." 


KENNA DENIES the charge and con- 


tends he was referring to a passage in 
the building code that requires work to 
be done "in a workmanlike manner." He 
said he feels the word "workmanlike" is 
impossible to define. 


The three incumbents again voiced 


support for each other and cited accom- 
plishments during their terms. 


A final candidates' night for partici- 


pants in the village board, park board 
and library board elections Tuesday is 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m. today at the Elk 
Grove Village Public Library, 101 Kenne- 
dy Blvd. 


Ex-sheriff indicted in shakedown plot

Former Sheriff Orville S. Clavcy of 


Lake County was Indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand jury on charges of con- 
.spiring to extort $1,000 n month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavcy, defeated last year In his bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In the Indictment of plotting to 
shako down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1972 and May 1973. 


He also was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that ho took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DcFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
llc-dctoclor firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. George Gilker- 


son said Thursday that Clavcy, 5044 Dar- 
lenc Dr., Gurncc, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff 
Jerome P. Schcutz, 


named as an unlndictcd conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gilkcrsoit said Clavcy, now a furniture 


salesman, "got It (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavcy could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 40 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavey 
and Jack Hoogaslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Mogdclclnc last November. 


DcFOOR. WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an Interview 
In October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public officnl In exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've been In operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. We were in Kenosha for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DcFoor sold ho opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might become a 
"political football" in Cook County. 


"Wo chose Lake over Cook County 


strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used us as a 
political football. We don't want this. The 
man seeking office who probably doesn't 
have any other way of getting his name 
in the paper uses us as a whipping boy. 
Our attorneys checked out the area and 
found this was the place where we would 
less likely be hassled." 


OTHER COUNTS said Clavcy falsely 


denied to the grand jury that he received 
money from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
had offered to pay him and Scheutz 
$1,000* a month and denied receiving any 
income other than that reported on his 


federal income tax returns for the years 
1971,1972 and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavcy falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The Indictments resulted 
from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Revenue Service.

ing grandstand. There is no plan to tear 
down the track or the stands. 


Race track land west of Salt Creek, 


where a 5,000-unlt apartment housing de- 
velopment has been proposed, also is not 
thought to be involved in the stadium 
proposal. 


Arlington Heights village trustees have 


said they arc opposed to issuing general- 
obligation bonds for an Arlington Park 
stadium, but arc willing to consider a 
proposal for revenue-bond financing If it 
would not impose any additional tax bur- 
den on village residents. Revenue bonds 
would be paid for exclusively out of In- 
come derived from the use of the sta- 
dium. If issued by the village and there- 
by be tax exempt, tho interest rate on 
these bonds would be lower than private- 
ly-Issued bonds. 


McCaskcy said the Bears' manage- 


ment has not polled its season ticket 


holders in any way to determine how 
they feel about the proposed move to Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"BUT WE KNOW that a large number 


of our ticket holders live'North and 
Northwest. This (proposed stadium) has 
been in the wind for several months, and 
we've had nothing but favorable com- 
ments about it," he said. 


The Herald first reported that Madison 


Square Garden Corp. was considering a 
Chicago Bears stadium at Arlington 
Park in January, after Cohen and Bears 
owner George Halas met privately with 
Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour to dis- 
cuss the project. 


In all, three unannounced meetings in- 


volving Cohen, Halas and Clarbour were 
held at tho Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 
In reporting on the sessions to the village 
board, Clarbour said he made no com- 
mitments on behalf of the village. The 
meetings were preliminary, he said.

Here's why the housing industry 


has its ups and downs

Why is it that the housing 


industry, so reponsible for the 
fulfillment 
of 
the 
American 


family dream, is the most vol- 
atile of all the components of 
the Gross National Product? 


It is because in boom times, 


when money is in tight supply 
and interest rates soar, home 
building wanes. And, con- 
versely, in periods of recession, 
when money is plentiful and in- 
terest rates fall, the housing in- 
dustry zooms. 


We are now experiencing a 


sad period for families seeking 
to own their own homes and 
builders eager to supply them. 
Housing starts declined by al- 
most 43 per cent in 1974 from 
what they were in 1972. More- 
over, the price of newly-built 
single-family homes has prac- 
tically doubled in the past dec- 
ade. 


Unfortunately, this conies at 


a bad time for the post-war 
babies who are now at an age 
(approaching 30) when growing 
families and home ownership 
are natural concomitants. 


How can this goal be accom- 


plished when the median sales 
price for new homes nationally 
is approximately $37,000? 
When in the Chicago area only 
5 per cent of the traditionally 
single-family homes are selling 
for under $40,000? 


The 
principal sources of 


funds for home financing in this 
country are the savings and 
loans and 
mutual 
savings 


banks. They are limited in their 
lending 
principally to 
home 


mortgages. They are also re- 
stricted by Federal regulations 


with respect to the interest 
rates they can offer to attract 
savings and by state usury laws 
on how much they can charge 
for home lending dollars. 


When money is in tight sup- 


ply and savings and loans reach 
interest ceilings Federally im- 
posed on savings, depositors 
seek other places for higher re- 
turns. Savings available for 
home borrowing therefore de- 
cline to a trickle. Other poten- 
tial lenders — like commercial 
banks and insurance companies 
— switch their investments to 
other 
fields 
providing more 


lucrative returns than 
are 


allowed by usury laws on home 
mortgages. Hence the money 
squeeze on home purchasers, 
R e a l t o r s , a n d t h e 
home-building industry. 


Another reason for the vol- 


atility of the housing industry 
is that potential home buyers 
are justifiably sensitive to'the 
interest rates they must pay to 
satisfy their dream. The Feder- 
al Reserve has noted that a 
pne-percentage-point increase 
in long-term interest rates re- 
duces housing expenditures by 
$3 billion after one year, where- 
as business plant development 
is reduced by barely one-half 
billion dollars. Families can de- 
fer such decisions whereas busi- 
nesses cannot if they are to re- 
main competitive. Businesses 
can pass along the costs to con- 
sumers of their products, but 
families must absorb them. 


All this helps to explain why 


the graph of housing activitv 
runs counter to the rise and fall 
of the national economy.

• Asked Congress to reverse last 


year's decision banning favorable trade 
status with the Soviet Union unless the 
Kremlin permits more Jews to emigrate 
to Israel. 


• Urged approval of his entire $94 bil- 


lion Defense Dcpt. budget request. 


• Asked Congress to Investigate the 


Central Intelligence Agency to avoid the 
"threat to our intelligence system" In "a 
sensationalized public debate over legiti- 
mate Intelligence activities." 


• Asked Congress to exclude Ecuador 


and Venezuela from last year's law de- 
nying trade preferences to members of 
tho Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries in retaliation for the OPEC oil 
embargo. 


Ford was careful to avoid blaming the 


Democratic Congress for South Viet- 
nam's losses. Ho noted that U.S. public 
opinion had turned against South Viet- 
nam and Congress by law had banned 
rclntroductlon of American forces, leav- 
ing North Vietnam free to act "with im- 
punity."

America has a moral commitment which 
surpasses "obligations arising from legal 
documents." 


"Who can forget the enormous sacri- 


ficcs In blood, dedication and treasure 
that wo made in Vietnam?" ho asked. 


"Under five Presidents and seven Con- 


gresses the United States was engaged in 
Indochina," he said. "Millions of Ameri- 
cons served, thousands died, and many 
moro were wounded, imprisoned, or lost. 


"Over $150 billion have been appro- 


priated for that war by the Congress of 
the United States," he added, "and after 
years of effort, we negotiated under the 
most difficult circumstances a settlement 
which made it possible for us to remove 
our military forces and bring home with 
pride our prisoners. 


"This settlement, if Its terms had been 


adhered to, permitted our South Viet- 
namese ally, with our material and mor- 
al support, to maintain its security and 
rebuild alter two decades of war."

same for raw materials as it is for oil." 


He said that if a meeting in Paris this 


summer fails to achieve understanding 
between oil-producing and consuming na- 
tions, Western countries "will increase 
the price of their commodities, or keep 


up the rate of inflation." 


In that case, he said, "We are going to 


defend ourselves by increasing the price 
of our oil." 


Turning to Indochina, the Shah sug- 


gested other nations need not doubt the 
reliability of America as an ally be- 
cause of the refusal of the U.S. Congress 
to vote more military aid to Saigon. 


"We have got to look deeply into every 


case," he said. "Were the South Viet- 
namese fighting to the end, doing every- 
thing that was necessary for their people 
and then being let down by the United 
States? 


"Or from the reports that wo get, 


evacuating three-fourths of their country 
in a disorderly way, running and not 
even fighting? So what could the United 
States do?" 


On the Middle East, the Shah said Kis- 


singer's mission failed because "Israel is 
much too stubborn — probably because it 
has a weak government...

Retail sales decline for 
first time in four months

Retail sales declined in March for the 


first time in four months, but the Com- 
merce Department's top economist said 
Thursday consumer spending in the re- 
cession has not collapsed.

SAIGON (UPI) — South Vietnamese 


defenders drove the Viet Cong out of the 
embattled province capital of Xuan Loc 
Thursday for the second time in as many 
days. But other Communist forces push- 
ed to within 25 miles of Saigon. 


Air strikes backing the South Vietnam- 


ese troops could be seen clearly from the 
streets of downtown Saigon. 


Military spokesmen said two days of 


fighting had killed 404 Communist sol- 
diers in and around Xuan Loc, 38 miles 
northeast of Saigon. Xuan Loc is the cap- 
ital of Long Khanh province straddling 
key Highway 1. 


The spokesmen said 16 government 


troops had been killed and B5 wounded in 
the two days' of fighting which began 
Wednesday morning with a tank-backed 
Communist assault Into Xuan Loc. 


Two Communist prisoners and 155 


weapons were captured, and five Soviet- 
made tanks knocked out, spokesmen said. 


In Saigon, reaction to President Ford's 


speech on foreign policy was slow as usu- 
al, with government and military spokes- 
men declining comment. 


Opposition congressional leader Tran 


Van Tuyen said the aid requested by 
Ford was "logical," but called for "a 
diplomatic effort, not military aid, to end 
the war."

Thang Thuc said the Ford speech had 
brought renewed hope to South Vietnam. 


"The Vietnamese people have faith in 


the American assistance and in the 
American people," Thuc said. 


Tens of thousands of homeless civilians

American transport plane and forced 
suspension of the U.S. food airlift.

Rockets and recoilless rifle fire fell on

entong airport. One of them killed three 
Cambodian cargo handlers and wounded 
seven others. An American C130 Trans- 
port carrying a load of ammunition was 
damaged, though there were apparently 
no injuries to the civilian crew.

Senate OKs energy conservation bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed an energy conservation bill 
Thursday giving President Ford emer- 
gency rationing power but blocking his 
request to lift some oil price controls. 


The bill's supporters called it essential 


to United States' hopes for energy self- 
sufficiency, but opponents labeled it a 
bureaucratic "atrocity" and hinted Pres- 
ident Ford will not accept It. The vote 
was 60 to 25. 


Before the final vote, the Senate ap- 


proved an amendment that would push 
prices for some domestic oil back down 
to the level of Jan. 31. 


The change, sponsored by Sen. John 


Glenn, D-Ohio, would eliminate any price 
increase in "new oil" caused by the $1 
tariff President Ford put on imported oil 
Feb. 1. 


New oil is essentially that found and 


produced since 1972 and is not under 
price controls. Regulations allow produc- 
ers to charge the some for new oil as for 


imported oil. Glenn's amendment would 
forbid producers to increase domestic oil 
prices to keep them in line with the price 
plus tariff on imported oil. 


Administration backers failed in at- 


tempts to get the Senate to remove man- 
datory conservation provisions of the 
bill. 


The bill is needed to reduce imports, 


protect national security through self-suf- 
ficiency, and "promote sensible energy 
conservation consistent with economic

recovery, full employment and stable 
prices," a backers' report on the bill 
said. 


But Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, called 


the bill "one of the great bureaucratic 
atrocities to befall this country." 


The legislation would let the President 


order rationing of gasoline and other 
fuels in an emergency, such as another 
Arab oil embargo. Ford asked for that 
power. 


The bill now goes to the House.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Fed- 


cral Aviation Administration an- 
nounced plans Thursday to equip its 
most sophisticated airport radars 
with a $2.4 million double-alert sys- 
tem to \varn if aircraft descend too 
low while trying to land. 


An FAA spokesman said the sys- 


tem would be installed at 64 airports 
around the nation before the end of 
next year. 


Under the new system, the spokes- 


man said, radar operators would re- 
ceive both visual and audible warn- 
ings should aircraft descend to un- 
safe altitudes while under their con- 
trol In the terminal approach area — 
generally the airspace within 30 
miles of an airport. 


The minimum safe altitude warn- 


ing system is designed to help pre- 
vent the type of tragedy that killed 
92 persons near Washington Dec. 1 
when TWA Flight 514, trying to land 
at Dulles International Airport, flew 
too low and hit a Virginia mountain. 


Pilots argued at a hearing on the 


TWA crash that controllers should 
use that information to warn planes 
away from unsafe altitudes. 


But controllers said it would be im- 


possible to constantly watch the alti- 
tudes of three or four planes on a 
radar scope and still safely perform 
other functions such as keeping 
planes off collision courses.

Funds usage suggested 


My criticism regarding the "library is- 


sue" has been isolated to a case of mis- 
representation. Perhaps relating it to a 
more specific question would enable a 
better perspective or appreciation of the 
matter. 


$4 million to be expended on a new li- 


brary facility and no funds available to 
increase compensation for the fire and 
police departments and other village em- 
ployes. 


It is my opinion that there are no "win- 


ners" in labor strikes. And logic tells me 
that this is especially true for "blue-flu 
epidemics" in police negotiations. The 
scars left or gaps opened in commu- 
nications arc hard to overcome. Also, 
critical situations in citizen services de- 
velop. If the police were to resort to 
"bluo-flu" in an effort to force a pay 
raise, such course of action would not 
only bo against the interests of our resi- 
dents but also against the interests of the 
police officers as well.

Our village manager has been honest 


and forthright In explaining simply that 
there are no funds available for any em- 
ploye increases.

sent company excluded) to expend four 
million dollars due to the influence of Li- 
brary Board President John Parsons and 
Company, is Jess than logical — it's lu- 
dicrous. 


In the present economic situation, It 


would seem prudent to set aside Mr. 
Parsons' pride and this "monument-al" 
venture, until the taxpayers are able to • 
maintain the existing costs of operating 
our village, Including cost of living ad- 
justments for deserving policemen, fire- 
men and other village personnel. 


These are difficult times when men- 


and women ore out of work. Our village 
employes have served our village well. I 
would rather postpone the library and 
give them at least a cost of living in-' 
crease.

Sometime next week an active citi- 


zen or school board member is going 
to vocally complain that the low 
turnout In Saturday's school board 
election means rampant citizen apa- 
thy Is sweeping the area. 


That prediction Is easy to make be- 


cause no matter how large the turn- 
out Is. It Li sure to be substantially 
ICM than half the registered voters. 
Last year, for example, the high 
vote-getter in the Harper College 
board election polled just 1,8110 votes 
out of Wheeling, Elk Grove, Schnum- 
burg and Palatine townships. 


Even it hot races in a number of 


districts Increase the number of 
people who get out to vote this year, 
the chances arc good that vote totals 
won't Increase too much. 


So, before anyone begins lamenting 


the apathy of the voters, let's think 
for a moment about what the apathy 
means. 


SOME PEOPLE WHO won't vote 


Saturday probably won't even know 
there's an election going on. They 
may not have any children In school 
and simply don't care about local 
elections. 


Others will know about the election 


but won't sco any compelling reason 
to leave their spring yard work (or 
snow shovelling, at the rate this 
spring Is going) to cast their ballots.

They may feel uninformed and at 
least some will probably have made 
the conscious decision that It is not 
worth their time to become in- 
formed. 


The people who will vote, on the 


other hand, will probably know a 
great deal about the candidates. Re- 
sults from previous years in various 
school board elections have indicated 
that voters arc fairly discerning. 
They seem to pick and choose their 
candidates carefully. 


I ONCE HAD A teacher who used 


to rail against the advertising cam- 
paigns that always preceded national 
elections that had the slogan "we 
don't care how you vote — just 
vote." Ills point was that voting was 
a right that every citizen had the 
choice whether or not to exercise — 


and that if a voter was totally unin- 
formed it was probably better for 
him to stay home than to cast a 
mindless ballot. 


The ideal, of course, would be if 


every voter was informed, but that 
ideal, especially in local elections, is 
probably unattainable. So perhaps 
the important thing Is to try to en- 
sure that those who vote are in- 
formed. 


So remember, there is an election 


for school board members April 12.

To those who view teachers ;iml board 


members as natural adversaries, a 
teacher on the school board represents a 
conflict of Interest. They cite the growing 
political activities of teachers' unions 
that have publicly stated goals of putting 
taachcr advocates In positions of power. 


Many teachers, however, say serving 


ii» a board member Is n natural exten- 
sion of their job — education of children. 
They say teachers have first-hand knowl- 
edge of classroom situations and can 
make invaluable contributions to a 
school district. 


This opinion is echoed by four of the 


teachers seeking school board scats on 
area school boards In tomorrow's elec- 
tion. All four arc members of teachers' 
unions and ail feel they can lend ex- 
pertise as a board member because of 
their classroom experience. 


T I I K 
FOUR CUIWENT teachers 


serving as board members in Northwest 
suburban school districts say there is no 
conflict of Interest. They admit to some 
pressure because of their dual roles but 
said they also sec advantages because 
they arc teachers. 


Frank Smith, a Skoklc elementary 


teacher, has served on the River Trails 
Dial. 20 board since April 1974. lie Is a 
member of the Illinois Education Assn. 
and takes an active interest in the Skoklc 
teachers' union. 


"I've had no conflicts with my beliefs. 


The Interests of the 1EA and the people 
on tho board arc tho same — quality edu- 
cation," he said. 


Jerry Abcrn. un Cvunston Township 


teacher, and Irene Luck, a Park Ridge 
teacher, arc members of the East Maine 
Dial. 03 school board. Abcrn has served 
on the board since 1D68 and Mrs. Luck Is 
finishing her twelfth year as a board 
member. 


"Things were completely 
different 


when I was appointed to the board. In 
those days, you didn't sec any of this 
conflict between teacher and board. I 
still don't," Abcrn said. 


FOR .MRS. LUCK, the role of board 


member come before she joined the 
teaching profession. My prime responsi- 
bility is towards educating children. No- 
body should get on a board to represent 
a special-interest group," she said. 


Edwin Smith, a Maine Township high 


school teacher, was elected to the Wheel- 
Ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 board in I960. 
He believes In teachers' right to unionize 
but dislikes the IEA. "Some of my 
viewpoints differ from teachers, some 
from the board's." 


"As a member of a teachers' associ- 


ation, I would support a strike if mem- 
bers voted for it. As a member of the 
Dist. 21 board, I wouldn't hesitate to put 
striking teachers In jail if board mem- 
bers voted for it," ho said. 


TEACHERS WHO ARE board mem- 


bers are sometimes caught in ttic uneasy 
situation of straddling Iwth Fides of the 
fence, especially during contract bar- 
gaining. Abcrn and Mrs. Luck were the 
target of teacher anatiigomsm in tho 
1972-73 contract dispute when they sup- 
parted the Dist. ra board's position of 
limiting negotiations to salary and fringe 
benefits. Both work in districts where n 
wide variety of non-salary items arc 
negotiated by teachers. 


Teacher board members say their 


classroom experience gives them addi- 
tional insight into Issues coming before 
the board. 


"From the curriculum and cdticntion 


standpoint, I think I know what to look 
for more than people who have l>ecn 
away from education," Frank Smith 
said. 


EDWARD I'UOLIESE. A Nilcs Town- 


ship teacher and candidate for the River 
Trails Dist. 20 board, also credits teach- 
ers witli having expertise for school 
board work. 


"A lot of policies look great in (he 


books hut don't function in actuality. As 
a teacher and a homeowner, I probably 
could sec most sides of any issue," he 
said. 


Dcwanc Darncs, a candidate for the 


High School Dist. 211 board, said he Is 
running for the hoard because "1 firmly 
believe In community involvement. The 
most logical way is to seek a scat on a 
school board." 


Although he was president of the High 


School Dist. 207 teachers' union during a 
heated contract dispute two years ago, 
Barnes sees no conflict between his union 
activities and serving on a school board. 


But other board members feel there is 


no need for an "educator" on a school 
board and that education matters should 
be handled by the professionals in the 
administration.

Fcldman, 
Schaumburg 


Township Dist. 54 board member, said a 
Ixwnl should be composed of "highly 
educated people who can make decisions 
on the options available. They don't have 
to be financial experts or curriculum 
geniuses." 


EDWARD BEDARD. also of the Dist. 


54 board, said the board has no business 
dealing in curriculum anyway. "We are 
supposed to be the community, not 
educators." 


Dist. 211 board candidate Lewis David- 


son of Palatine Township said it is "mor- 
ally wrong" and a pure conflict of inter- 
est to have a teacher who is a union 
member on a board that bargains with 
teachers.

House OKs 'doomed' office-funds bill 


by BOB LAIIEY 


Members of the Illinois House of Rep- 


resentatives routinely approved a mea- 
sure this week that would increase their, 
homo district office allowances from 
$12,000 to $27,000 per year. 


But the sponsor of the original proposal 


— which nsked an Increase to only 
$15,000 — and the speaker of the House 
arc agreed that the bill has no chance for 
final approval in cither the House or Sen- 
ate. 


Why then was the amendment boosting 


the allowance to $27,000 approved? 


"Because nobody was paying any at- 


tention," declared State Rep. Joseph 
Lundy, D-Evanslon. Lundy said he ex- 
pected the bill to be called for final ap- 
proval today. Ho said ho will(ask that the 
vote bo postponed so he can return tho 
bill to tho floor for further amendments 
restoring the allowance to $15,000. 


LUNDY SAID the added $3,000 ho 


sought for office expenses is to cover 
fringe benefits such as retirement and 
medical Insurance for home district em- 
ployes, to put them on a par "with all 
other stato employes." 


"I tried for five minutes to get the at- 


tention of the House to explain the 
amendment," said Lundy, "but nobody 
was interested." 


Lost year, in B bill signed by Gov. 


Daniel Walker in January, the legisla- 
ture hiked the office allowance from 
$10,000 to $12,000. 


Sponsor of tho amendment to Lundy's 


proposal was State Rep. Arthur Herman, 
D-Chicago, who argued on the House 
floor that the added money was needed 
to enable legislators to keep in touch 
with their constituents. 


"If I send out a newsletter, it costs

labor or perspire a lot, usually In hot weather. Then, there are rare 
people who hove a kidney defect and tend to lose salt. 


People taking diuretics to eliminate salt and fluid retention some- 


times despite their salt stores, but since you aro taking no medi- 
cines this doesn't apply to you. 


Tho truth Is that most people got entirely too much salt, or far 


more than the body needs. I think you can safely forgot about that 
problem.

Chicago, chairman of the House Execu- 
tive Committee which recommended pas- 
sage of the Lundy bill, said he was not 
aware of the size of tho increase at- 
tached by Bcrman. Matijcvich said he 


was working at other matters at Ms desk 
in the House chambers when the Bcrman 
amendment was voted on and expressed 
surprise at the size of 'the increase. The 
Executive Committee recommended pas- 
sage of the Lundy bill by a vote of 14-9. 


Redmond pointed out that the House 


acted on amendments to more than 80 
bills Tuesday. He also pointed out that as 
a matter of routine, record votes are not 
taken on amendments unless demanded 
by a member of the House. 


MATIJEVICH. however, said that the 


fact there was no record vote on the Bcr- 
man amendment was an indication that 
the measure was an "agreed" proposal, 
meaning that the leadership of both par- 
tics had decided to approve it. 


Redmond denied this. "It wasn't 


agreed to by me," he said. 


In addition to raising office expenses 


from $10,000 to $12,000 last year, the leg- 
islators increased their annual salaries 
from $17,500 to $20,000 and upped per- 
dlem expenses from $32 to $36 per day.

Fiber Festival '75 


Textiles treated as art 


by GENIE CAMPUELL 


Twenty-three Midwestern artists arc 


currently exhibiting their work at Coun- 
tryside Art Gallery In the "From 
Threads-Fiber Festival '73," the first Ju- 
ried textile show to take place in the 
area. 


The 31 pieces hung in the show were 


chown by noted textile artist Walter Not- 
tingham, assistant professor of art at the 
University of Wlsconsln-Rivcr Falls. 
They display tho versatility and wide 
•cope of fiber art, Including wearing ap- 
parel more utilitarian in approach to 
strictly art in Itself as depicted by In- 
tricate tapestries and soft sculpture. 


"It's tho first lime this craft medium 


has been treated as an art at the gal- 
lery," said Sherry Bocmmel, festival 
chairman, adding that a Juried exhibition 
helps recognize artists' work and shows 
"just how far they've come." 


"IT ALSO PHOVIDES a focal point for 


weavers to come together, establish com- 
munication with ono another and ex- 
change Ideas," she said. 


More than 300 pieces were submitted 


for the show by 89 different artists. Fol- 
lowing tho Jurying, Nottingham stated: 


"The quality of tho work in this exhibit 


Is excellent in both craftsmanship and 
creative expression. I hope that many 
people of the Chicago area have an op- 
portunity to visit the show for I'm cer- 


tain they will find tho work presented to 
be as good as any fiber construction and 
decoration in the nation." 


Fibers are not only receiving greater 


recognition and attention by artists but 
by tho public itself. 


"People feel comfortable around tex- 


tiles. Thero is less of a barrier between 
tho sensibilities of tho viewer and the ob- 
ject itself. For some reason people feel 
they have to know a lot about art to look 
at a painting. Yet with textiles they sim- 
ply come to enjoy," commented Mrs. 
Bocmmel. 


THOUGH TEXTILE art has been In- 


cluded before in local invitational craft 
shows, this Is tho first major Juried ex- 


Hand-spun wool Jacket by Margaret Wilson 


hlblt to be displayed in the Chicago area 
since the Museum of Contemporary Art 
hasted "Deliberate Entanglements" in 
1972, a show that brought together re- 
nowned international textile artists. Wal- 
ter Nottingham's work was represented 
in that exhibit. 


"Ono reason for having a juried show 


is to set a standard of excellence for tex- 
tile artists," said Mrs. Boemmel, who 
foels tho artists themselves have lit- 
tle opportunity to compare their work. 


Shirley Held in her book "Weaving" 


writes that "some critics feel fiber art Is 
leading tho way for other media to fol- 
low." 


"MORE AND MORE artists are work- 


ing, with fibers because it is a very tac- 
tile medium," sold Mrs. Boemmel. "The 
processes are cosily learned and equip- 
ment is not involved. And, of course, it's 
versatile. Metal, for instance, is always 
hard, but fibers can be either stiff or soft 
or u bit of both." 


"It seems particularly a natural thing 


for women who have a feel for textiles 
even though they didn't learn tho art at 
their mother's knee," added Mrs. Boem- 
mel with a laugh. 


Only the work by female artists Is rep- 


resented in this current Countryside 
show, though, Sherry Boemmel ex- 
plained, much of this is duo to avail- 
ability of time and income. 


Professional artists who must support 


a family find it difficult to charge high 
enough prices based on the time and ef- 
fort put into each piece. Finding a buyer 
would be even more difficult. Additional 
incomes are often necessary and that Is 
why so many women who have husbands 
to support them in their endeavors ore 
leading the way, said Mrs. Boemmel. 


HOWEVER. VIRGINIA Bath, who 


spoke recently at Countryside and who 
has written two books, "Embroidery 
Masterworks" and "Lace," has urged 
even the part-time hobbyist not'to sell 
her embroidery and needlework short. 
Though there is a traditional separation 
between design and craftsmanship, the 
latter can be appreciated in itself.

A new cookbook that gets off to a 


taste-tingling start with none other 
than Richard Nixon's Avocado Salad 
may not be too appetizing to some 
people. But considering that Julie 
Eisenhower is co-editor of "The Sat- 
urday Evening Post Family Cook- 
book" (Rand McNally $6.95), it 
stands to reason that he gets top bil- 
ling. 


Regardless of political implica- 


tions, the recipes gathered over 50 
years from the pages of the Saturday 
E v e n i n g post range from the 
"homey" to the mod and exotic. 


When the Post magazine is men- 


tioned, most often the first thing that 
comes to mind is the humorous car- 
toons of average John Doe America, 
at home, at work and out on the 
town. Interspersed with the more 
than 350 treasured family recipes 
from Post readers gathered over the 
years are these classic figures taking 
jabs at the wife's cooking expertise, 
the corner diner and even the classy 
maitre d' hotel. 


PICTURE A MAN sitting at the 


dinner table with his wife saying, 
"This certainly is a meal fit for a 
king," and then turning to a large 
dog nearby and yelling "Here, 
King." 


According to the editors, Mrs. Eis- 


enhower and Frederic Birmingham, 
managing editor of the Saturday 
Evening Post, the basic premise of 
the book is real "eating" kinds of 
food. 


"Many and great are the cook- 


books which have been written hi the 
past, but still there Is the suspicion 
that the best is yet to come, if ever it 
could be pried from its myriad hid- 
ing places hi homes where recipes

Chicago sings and plays 
its way back to greatness 


The Windy Clty'i favorite group, Chi- 


cago, h« been an Inconsistent lot 
throughout moat of It* career. Much of 
this Inconsistency hu «tanmed from the 
group's having too many good writer* 
with, more often than not, each writer 
wanting to pursue a different musical ap- 
proach. 


When Chicago came out with the great 


•Ingle "Feclln* Better Every Day" and 
the resulting album, "Chicago VI," I 
went out on a very skinny limb and said 
the band was possibly the best In the 
country. Then "Chicago Vll" (also Co- 
lumbia) came and was perhaps their 
worst ever album, saved only by "Wish- 
Ing You Were Here" and a couplo other 
not half-bad songs. 


SO JUST WHEN I prepare to write off 


Chicago, the group comes up with anoth- 
er tremendous album, "Chicago III.' 
(also Columbia), the album with the 
"Harry Truman" hit. 


I am convinced that Peter Cetera and 


James Pankow are the best songwriters 
In the group. Cetera's opening "Anyway 
You Want" has more punch than any- 
thing Chicago has tried since album six. 
Tho horns fit In perfectly to create a 
very strong whole. Cetera's other song, 
"Hldoway," features a real nasty guitar, 
booming drums and is the closest thing 
yet to heavy metal that the band has 
done. 


In between Is Pankow's pretty two-part 


ballad "Brand New Love Affair." It is 
slower, with cocktail lounge-type sounds 
and strings. 


A LARGE PART of this album Is nos- 


talgla. There Is the backwards glancing 
"Harry Truman," which even captures 
the musical flavor and sing-along style of 
earlier times, and the closing "Old 
Days," which I consider the album's best 
song. Again, Pankow is the author on 
this solid effort that has excellent vocals 
and horns, good percussion and strings 
and a very catchy chorus. 


The Robert Lamm songs have some 


good moments and "Ain't It Blue" or 
"Long Time No See" also have poten- 
tial as hit singles. Tho weakest writer 
continues to be Terry Kath, who contrib- 
utes "Till We Meet Again." which Is a 
throwaway frill, and "Oh Thank You 
Croat Spirit." a sometimes nightmarish 
and seemlngless aimless song about a 
dream. 


All in all though, It's nice to have you 


back, Chicago. This album will keep me 
satisfied for some time. 
• 
• • 


DAVID GATES, formerly of the very 


popular soft rock group Bread, has 
broadened his approach on "Never Let 
Her Go" (Elektra records). It's his sec- 
ond solo album and, for the first time, 
there are healthy doses of rock songs. 


Gates still handles ballads extremely 


well - the hit titlo tune and "Someday" 
prove that — but ho shows unexpected 
strength with rockers suxh as "Light of 
My Life" and "Greener Days" (some- 
what an oddity as it was written by 
Gates in 1967, the rest are new songs). 
"Strangers," even though a message 
song, also is a strong song. 


Lanl Hall has the potential to be a 


great singer. Formerly with Sergio Men* 
des and Brazil '66, she cut a very fine 
solo album In 1872 called "Sun Down 
Lady" (A&M records) but then dis- 
appeared from sight. Now, nearly three 
years later, her second album, "Hello 
It's Me" (also A&M) picks up the fine 
tradition of the first album. 


AGAIN MISS HALL and producer-ar- 


ranger Herb Alpcrt have selected the 
works of some of today's finest young 
songwriters. Included are songs by Ca- 
rolo King, Jonl Mitchell, Todd Rundgrcn, 
Peter Cetera (of Chicago) and Colin 
Blumstonc (formerly of the Zombies). 
The music has a alight jazzy feel, In part 
duo to the small band used to back Miss 
Hall. Her vocals are strong and pretty. 


My only criticism of Miss Hall's album 


is it is a bit too low key throughout. She 
should record some more uptempo num- 
bers and, please, more often. 


Sergio Mcndcs, meanwhile, has junked 


his Brazil 77 group in favor of a studio 
backup band for his newest album, "Ser- 
gio Mendcs" (Elektra records). Much of 
the Latin rhythms also arc missing. In- 
stead Mendcs adopts a very bright, Xyl- 
ish pop sound, aided particularly by the 
arrangements of co-producer David Gru- 
sin. 


Much of the music is from black 


writers, including three songs by Stevie 
Wonder, but there also are non-soul 
songs, Ilka George Harrison's "Here 
Comes the Sun." As In the past, Mcndcs 
uses two lead female singers, but that is 
really the only link to the past in this 
strong step forward. 


Carolyn Bird's assessment 
of college has some flaws 


"THE CASE AGAINST COLLEGE," 


by CAItOLYN BIRD

Somewhere someone must believe, In 


this tlmo of high unemployment among 
teachers and liberal arts graduates, that 
every 18-year-old In America should go 
to college. 


That assumption follows logically from 


a reading of Carolyn Bird's new book, 
"The Case Against College." Someone 
must bo making that blind assumption 
because Miss Bird argues so passionate- 
ly igalnst It. 


Tho author Is touted by her publisher 


M having "an uncanny knack for spott- 
ing trends ... far ahead of the crowd." 
While that may have been true In Miss 
Bird's practical and hard-headed book 
"Everything a Woman Needs to Know to 
Got Paid What She's Worth," she misses 
the mark hero. 


Tho high tide of the "everyone-must- 


go-to-college" trend probably peaked 
sometime In the flood-tide of student pro- 
test. Since then, despite Miss Bird's ar- 
gument, college officials have been 
seeing adults (over 23) returning to col- 
lege in some places, but traditional stu- 
dents have been hard to come by. 


DESPITE THE FLAW In Miss Bird's 


basic assumption, "Tho Case Against 
College" will probably do some good for 
the individual student working to con- 
vince his or her parents that college is a 
bad Idea right now. 


But even for that limited purpose, the 


book hu some substantial limitations 
when It comes to suggesting practical al- 
ternatives to college. Miss Bird suggests, 
for example, that a student can come out 
ahead financially by taking the total 
amount ho would otherwise spend for col- 
lego In o lump sum and investing it at 
age 18. A great Idea, except how often 
have you seen a potential college student 
who had the $5,000, 17,000, $10,000 or 
$30,000 It's going to take over four years 
In cash in a lump sum. 


Somo of Miss Bird's other alternatives 


smack of a certain odd kind of elitism. 
While she touts the Classic Comics ver- 
sion of Robinson Crusoe over the origi- 
nal, she also unquestlonlngly accepts the 
Idea that anyone who Is "successful" 
makes n lot of money — no matter what 
they ore doing to make it. 


All these criticisms should not, certain* 


ly, load a reader to believe that Miss 
Bird has nothing interesting to say. She 
raises some questions that any young 
person or parent should contemplate. 
Unfortunately, her answers are all too 
often Inadequate.

Caution: unnecessary radiation is a 


hazard foisted on the American public by 
health care professionals. That's the 
message of tho book, "Medical and Den- 
tal X-Rays: A Consumer's Guide to 
Avoiding Unnecessary Radiation Ex- 
posure," by Priscilla W. Laws. 


No one doubts the value of X-rays to 


treat or diagnose certain diseases. The 
big question is whether there arc in- 
stances of unnecessary exposure, poorly 
functioning equipment or. inadequate 
patient protection, says Miss Laws. 


More than 130 million people will get 


medical or dental X-rays each year. 
Based on surveys by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Huakb, Education and Welfare's 
Bureau of Radiological Health, the au- 
thor concludes that more than half the 
diagnostic X-ray dose received by the 
American public is unnecessary. 


Cancer and genetic damage are poten- 


tial consequences of exposure to x-rays, 
risks that should be understood by the 
public. If patients knew of sloppy tech- 
niques used by some professionals who 
administer X-rays and (bat doctors and 
dentists may routinely use X-rays to de- 
fend themselves in possible malpractice 
suits, they'd take the trouble to learn a 
few basics about the treatment, Miss 
Laws believes. 


GUIDELINES ARE offered to help 


health care recipients minimize the po- 
tentially dangerous effects of radiation. 
Determine the benefits that can be ex- 
pected from an X-ray, and whether pre- 
vious X-rays can be used for diagnosis. 
Avoid mobile units and fluoroscopy, Miss 
Laws advises. A checklist of questions to 
ask before any X-rays are taken, a 
glossary of terms and a questionnaire 
that may be returned to the Public Citi- 
zen Health Research Group are included 
in the book.

NEW YORK-Accuracy In Media, a 


watchdog group on print and electronic 
journalism, Is being Investigated by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission for 
possible violations of the U.S. securities 
laws for placing an allegedly Inaccurate 
newspaper advertisement. 


An SEC spokesman in Washington, 


D.C., confirmed the federal probe, but 
declined comment on the case except to 
say that AIM, a conservative media crit- 
ic, was the subject of a proxy In- 
vestigation because of an ad in Tues- 
day's Wall Street Journal. It is a violation 
of federal securities law to use in- 
accurate or misleading information in so- 
liciting proxy votes. The SEC view the 
ad as a proxy solicitation. 
. AIM bought the $12,000 half-page ad in 
an effort to persuade RCA and CBS Inc. 
stockholders to support the group's reso- 
lutions to improve the accuracy of CBS 
and NBC news programs. RCA owns 
NBC. 


AIM SAID IN tho ad that CBS and 


NBC news programs are biased. When 
referring to CBS, AIM cited a disputed 
study on that network's news broadcasts 
by the Institute for American Strategy, a 
conservative research group. 


However, the alleged inaccuracy oc- 


curred when AIM discussed NBC's 
award-winning documentary, "Pensions: 
The Broken Promise," originally aired 
Sept. 12,1972. 


AIM cited a 1974 Federal Commu- 


nications Commission ruling, on a com- 
plaint initiated by AIM, that the program

violated the fairness doctrine — the FCC 
regulation requiring broadcasters to pre- 
sent all sides of a controversial issue. 


However, AIM failed to mention that 


NBC tool: the FCC decision to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington, D.C., 
and that a three-judge panel ruled 2 to 1 
in favor of the broadcaster.

It was in- 
complete, The whole issue was too com- 
plicated for the ad." 


Van Evera said, however, he did not 


feel the ad presented a biased view. 


The SEC's Investigation of AIM is be- 


lieved to be the first time that the agen- 
cy has charged a public-interest group 
with violations of the proxy law.

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Seed tape: an extra cost 


by ALLAN A. SWKNSON 


(Second In n scrlct) 


One reason seed tape became so popu- 


lar so fast was Its convenience. Perhaps 
we have all been conditioned to the TV 
dinner syndrome. We expect Instnnt suc- 
cess. 


However, in this era of Inflation the 


extra cost of seed tape is a factor to con- 
sider. If you are willing simply to plant 
seeds as the seed packets tell you, nei- 
ther too deep nor too near the surface, 
and tamp the soil well, you should 
achieve the desired germination. 


Most seed should be planted two to 


three times the maximum diameter of 
the seed. To save you thinning time lat- 
er, and to avoid wasting seed now, re- 
member that fine seed should be scat- 
tered thinly In the row. You can achieve 
this by mixing fine seed with fine sand to 
obtain the right placement and cut down 
the amount of thinning needed later. 


Even large seeds such as beets and 


turnips, planted according to the packet, 
still require thinning. Seed packets usual- 
ly have more seed than you need to 
make sure you get good results, not b«- 
cause tho seed-counting machine ucU 
haywire. 


Thinning of most seedling rows or hills 


Is Important. Lack of thinning, especially 
with the root vegetables, Is one major 
reason for failure to get an adequate 
crop. If you leave too many seedlings, 
they all compete for water, space, fcrtili- 
jer. sun ami air. They crowd each other, 
slow down In growth and the resulting 
vegetables arc smaller than desired. 


When you thin, don't lie ruthless right 


away. It Is far Ixjttcr to go through the 
rous scvernl times quickly, pinching off 
seedlings. Thin first when plants arc 
very young, and remote the most 
crowded seedlings. Later, make another 
pinching trip along the rows. Do this a 
few times and you'll really get the feel of 
it. 


About germination. Different vege- 


tables have different requirements. Even 
different varlcitics of the same vegetable 
have vastly different timetables from 


planting to first sprouting. To keep track, 
place the empty pack of seeds between 
two sheets of plastic and tape them shut. 
In the same plastic "envelope" we put a 
file card with extra information, In- 
cluding planting date, spacing used, first 
harvest date expected and fertilizer 
planned or previously applied. That little 
extra aid guides us when we plan the 
next year's garden and lets us know how 
we fared this year. 


Seeds do fall to germinate at times, 


primarily with the slower germinating 
seeds. That figures. Between tho time of 
planting and sprouting there's more 
chance for something to go wrong, like 
heavy rain or "dumping-off disease." 


One way to beat the problem is to In- 
terplnnt at the same time combinations 
of fost-and slow-germinating seeds. Be 
logical. Radishes and turnips or beets go 
well together. You'll be pulling out rad- 
ishes early to make room for the other 
crops. In the meantime, the fast-germi- 
nating seed cracks and soil crust to allow 
slower sprouters to emerge. 


If you have room for corn, even the 


best, newest, most desired hybrids must 
pollinate their adjacent plants. That 
means you must plant them adjacent 
Long single or double rows are out. On 
small plots especially, plant sweet corn 
In hills or blocks. 


NEXT: About the earth.

In fact, magnolias 
are tempted to blossom by early spring 
warmth and a late frost will nipt them. 
Nurserymen suggest that magnolias be 
planted in an cxpolscd location so its 
planted In an exposed location so its urge 
to blossom will be retarded. The foliage 
that fallows the flowers is dark green 
and abundant.

brid of the Star (Magnolia stcllata 'Or. 
Merrill'). Good specimens are not al- 
ways in plentiful supply so early shop- 


ping is recommended. 


The Saucer magnolia will grow up to 


as much as 20 feet tall with tulip-like five 
to 10 inch flowers in white and magenta. 
It isn't necessary to wait until the plant 
is tall to get flowers for they will bear 
even when the plant is only a few feet 
tall. Depending on how It is pruned it can 
be trained as a tree or a bushy shrub. 
Even in the winter it is attractive for it 
has smooth gray bark with one-inch fuz- 
zy flower buds hanging on the Icastlcss 
branches. 


The Star magnolia has dense branch- 


ing and resembles a rounded six to 
10 foot tall shrub rather than n tree. This 
bears a great profusion of very fragrant 
star-like, chalky-white double flowers. 
The leaves, smaller than those on the 
Saucer, turn to a bronze-yellow in the 
fall. The Dr. Merrill bears heavily fra- 
grant double white flowers so generously 
it looks like a billowy white cloud. This 
variety will grow quite fast and will 
reach 15 to 20 feet in four to six years 


with a wide spread. Dr. Merrill is an ex- 
cellent tree to plant in a spot all by itself 
as a distinctive specimen. 


Magnolias are hardy plants that are 


strongly resistant to insect pests and 
have no difficulty in withstanding pollu- 
tion from fumes and grime. They should 
be spring planted. Since the roots 
do not establish themselves too deeply 
they will get a full season of growth 
enabling the roots to become strongly en- 
trenched before winter. Try to plant 
them where the tree will be visible from 
a window. It will make a chilly day more 
springlike if you can look at the magnifi- 
cent blossoms. Pruning can be kept to a 
minimum but when done it should be im- 
m e d i a t e l y after the flowers have 
dropped. They can be planted in full or 
partial sun. 


Cut some branches of the magnolia and 


arrange them with fresh flowers. The un- 
usual texture, color and shape of the 
branches will add a special look to your 
flower arrangements.

Aflcr tomatoes, snap beans or bush 


beans, are Ihe second most popular vege- 
table (jniwn In America because they are 
so e.isy In prow and so productive. For 
thl.t rw'on. seedsmen meeting at St. 
Paul. Mmncsot.% voted It "Vegetable of 
the Year" for 1973. and pointed out that 
in spite of its immense popularity a big 
misunderstanding exists over this impor- 
tant vciMabtc clas.1. 


Tho misunderstanding exists over their 


old f.Tihlontxl name — "string beans" — 
which many home gardeners Insist on 
cnllimj them. The fact Is, however that 
lirewlers bird out the string in bush 
beans more than .W years ago so that 
trxlay there U no such thing as a "string 
t)can," and the preferred name now used 
by the scc<l industry to "snap beans" 
since they snap clean in two when bent. 


Snap beans come in four basic shapes, 


colors and sizes — green beans and yel- 


low beans (most often called wax beans), 
plus pole beans and bush beans. By far 
the most popular combination 'of all is 
(ho bush green class. In fact the bush 
class of snap beans as a whole Is far 
more popular than polo beans since they 
take up less space In the garden, and 
don't require poles for support. 


Snap beans aro about the easiest of all 


vegetables to grow in the garden since 
the seeds are large and easy to handle, 
and they can bo direct-planted into the 
garden after danger of frost, growing, 
flowering and producing heavily within 
just 45 days of planting the seed. 


Cooking of snap beans takes just 10 


minutes in boiling water, and they arc 
extremely popular for freezing and can- 
ning to provide good eating during winter 
months. 


Landscape yard ivith trees 


U'h.-U uouM the world be like without 


trees? To me. there is no greater beauty 
than the t.ill elegance of these master- 
pieces of Mother Nature's craft. 


Trees Rive so much for so little. They 


offer shade when you're tlrod. comfort 
when you're hot. The soft rustic of their 
li-aves can calm you when you're tense. 
Some trees combine floral beauty with 
fnigrance. Trees nlso screen off unwant- 
ed views, provide privacy, act as wind- 
breakers and control poor drainage. 


When you plant trees, why not depart 


from undistinguished, stereotyped land- 
scaping? With the imaginative use of 
fruit and nut trees and flowering shrubs, 
In addition to shade trees, you can en- 
hance your grounds with tho glory of 
their flowers and the splendor of their 
foliage. 


Plannlnc and Planting. First, draw a 


plan for your grounds that shows the va- 
riety of trees you want nnd where you 
want them. Avoid placement close to the 
house or other buildings; under caves or 
wires; over septic tanks; tile fields, sew- 
ers or drains. Next, show tho plan to 
your nurseryman for his suggestions. 


When selecting your trees, be sure 


there Is ample soil In each root contain-

cr. In transit from nursery to home, be 
careful not to bruise bark or branches. 
Do not allow roots to be exposed to air or 
sun — keep them covered with a damp 
cloth until you aro ready to plant, best 
done immediately. When planting, make 
the hole largo enough to prevent root 
crowding that may stunt plant growth. 


Feeding. Feed twice a year — first In 


early Winter with any low-nitrogen gar- 
den food at IS pounds per adult tree and 
again in mid-spring. Give fruit and flow- 
er trees a low-nitrogen diet; shade trees 
any standard lawn food. In late fall, ap- 
ply generous quantities of Lawn & Gar- 
den Gypsum to the soil beneath trees and 
shrubs. This Improves the soil environ- 
ment to stimulate fall root growth, and 
helps control over-winter insects that hi- 
bernate in the soil.

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Greenery can perk up your home 


There's no better time for brightening 


your surroundings than the springtime, 
and one way to add a fresh new note is 
with plants. But the question is, what 
kind of plants? In order to decide on the 
type of plant life you'd like In your home, 
pick out the areas where you will want to 
be placing your plants before you buy 
them and then note the kind of lighting 
available for each area and the direc- 
tions faced by nearby windows — south, 
east, etc. 


Plants should be selected for a particu- 


lar spot according to their requirements. 
The "String of Pearls" for instance, re- 
quires full sunlight, while the rubber 
plant thrives hi shady areas. 


Many plants are versatile, adapting to 


either a sunny or shady, environment. 
Phllodcndrons aro popular houseplants 
because they arc so adaptable. There are 
two types of phllodendrons, the climbing 
kind or the self-heading type that grow in 
a wide arc. If you prefer a hanging 
plant, a climbing phllodendron would be 
an excellent choice. 


If you have a dark corner you'd like to 


green up a bit, don't despair. There arc 
plants that will thrive in this type of en- 
vironment. The pothos, for instance, docs 
well in the shade and comes in attractive 
varieties. Resembling the phllodendron, 
it can be trained on a totem pole or 
allowed to trail. The aspidistra is yet 
another plant that thrives in the shade. 
It's so hardy, it Is sometimes called the 
"cast-iron plant." 


You can sec the importance of light- 


ing on plants—and if you've failed badly 
with African Violets, chances aro It was 
due to the lighting. African Violets re- 
quires just the right amount of light: too 
little will result in no blooms, too much 
causes burnt foliage, they should be 
grown In a bright north window in the 
summer and a bright cast one in the win- 
ter, with a sheet of aluminum placed be- 
tween them and the window on ex- 
tremely cold nights. 


Plants that thrive on light range from 


the unglamorous cactus to the graceful 
pony tail. But again, take into consid- 
eration the windows they'll be near. Win- 
dows facing east or west are considered 
scmisunny locations, receiving two to 
five hours of sun each day in winter. 
Windows facing southeast, south or 
southwest usually are sunny areas, re- 
ceiving at least five hours of direct sun 


Recycle old nylons 


Old nylons can be cut up for tying 


plants to stokes. The toes in the nylons 
con be used as sacks to hold melons that 
grow on stakes. Without being bagged, 
most melons will break off before reach- 
ing maturity. Nylons may also work as a 
cover on cauliflower heads. Use the ny- 
lons instead of tying the leaves up over 
the heads. Use the nylons for catching 
lint on washing machine hoses. Helps re- 
duce clogged drams as long as the nylon 
is short enough so it won't reach the 
drain.

Tho variety of tomato is Important for 


more than just size and color. Failure to 
fit the type with the climate is one way 
to a disappointing crop. Order early vari- 
eties for cool summer; they set fruit at 
lower temperatures. Insist on disease re- 
sistant kinds to avoid trouble from Fuse- 
rium and Vcrtldllium wilts and from 
Ncmatodcs. 


Before planting, mix fertilizer high in 


phosphorus. Into the soil. This provides 
food for new roots when they need it. 


Start seed five to seven weeks ahead of 


planting time in flats or peat pots, or buy 
stocky, bushy plants. Transplant them 
with first leaves just above soil level, as 
roots form along the stem. Every month 
until tomatoes are near maturity, feed 
with high phosphorus fertilizer. 


A 2-5tcm plant produces more tomatoes 


than a single stem. Follow the illustra- 
tion for pinching out as plants develop. 
Two popular training and staking mcth- 
oes are shown for tall growing types. 
Bush tomatoes can be staked or if 
allowed to sprawl use a mulch of straw 
or black plastic. This prevents damage 
to fruit on the ground. 


Give extra protection against wind, 


rain and cold with clear plastic. Make 
a tent over the stakes or wrap around 
the wire cage, but leave ventilation. 


Tomatoes arc the prima donnas of the 


thermostat. They set fruit within a very 
narrow temperature range and It's night 
temperature that counts. Ideally, be- 
tween 60 and TO degrees, at least part of 
the night. Early varieties generally set 
fruit at lower temperatures but only if 
put in at the right time. 


Oher conditions that hamper fruit set 


arc: too much water, too much fertilizer, 
too little water or irregular moisture lev- 
els. Humidity Is also a culprit as it pre- 
vents pollen from falling freely. You can 
help nature by gently shaking or tapping 
the stakes and vines at mid-day. 


If you have had difficulty in the post 


wth standard tomatoes, try small fruited 
kinds that seem to bear when others fail. 
'Red Cherry,' 'Yellow Pear,' and 'Yellow 
Plum' will give good results. They arc 
excellent for container planting which, 
incidentally, helps to avoid bacterial and 
fungus diseases, if you use commercial 
potting soil. 


Put perfection in lawn 


If you want to take a step toward put- 


ting green perfection in your lawn, 
spring is a good time to do so, and over- 
seeding with a quick starting variety like 
0217 brand Fylklng Kentucky blucgrass 
can add fresh beauty to a thin, scraggly 
lawn. 


Rich In texture and color, Fylklng pro- 


vldcs the ideal turf for lawns requiring 
low mowing — even at less than an inch. 


Preparation for ovcrsceding with Fylk- 


lng Is important. New seed added to an 
existing lawn must be scratched deeply 
enough Into the sod so that the seed is In 
touch with the mineral elements in the 
soil. 


You can best prepare your lawn for 


overscedlnjj with a power rake, scarifier 
of turf thinner set to slice lightly Into the 
soil. Scarifying in two directions will 
create a crlss cross pattern of surface 


niches into which loose seed can easily 
settle. 


Fylklng Kentucky blucgrass, alone or 


in a top lawnsccd mixture, can be dis- 
tributed at a pound or two per 1,000 
square feet whereas a new lawn must be 
sown at twice this rate. 


Fertilization at the same time that 


Fylking seed is sown will provide an 
even quicker growth and a deeper, 
healthier color. A non-burning "slow re- 
lease" fertilizer Is recommended. Avoid 
using one which contains a strong dosage 
of soluble salts. 


Fylklng Is a fine textured, low growing 


blucgrass which looks best cut about one 
inch high, although it performs well and 
still looks attractive as short as one-half 
inch in special purpose lawns such as 
home putting greens. Fylklng blades 
grow in a low arc. Interlacing to a lush 
"double knit" texture with a brilliant col- 
o r — a real eye catcher!

Impatiens are popular 


There are a lot of things you can say 


about impatlens and almost all of them 
ore good. 


These compact, free-branching plants 


produce dozens of flowers, set like jewels 
against a background of green foliage. 
They're seldom bothered by diseases or 
insects, remarkably easy to grow and 
they flower prolifically right up to frost. 
In addition, impatiens arc self clean- 
ing, they don't require removal of dead 
blossoms. 


Those are the qualities that have made 


these plants a hit with gardeners every- 
where. 
' Impatiens are shade lovers and make 
excellent plants to brighten shady areas. 
They're tolerant of, less than ideal soil 
conditions and will require little care to 


keep them growing and blooming pro- 
fusely. 


Impatiens are a relative newcomer to 


popularity. A few years ago they were 
tall, sparsely-flowered plants generally 
shunned by gardeners. Today, thanks to 
the efforts of plant breeders, they have 
become compact plants, growing to a 
height of only 12 to 14 inches and they 
flower profusely with blooms of red, 
pink, fuchsia and orange. 


The first dwarf impatiens to gain popu- 


larity with the gardener was the Elfin 
group. These M hybrids are a series of 
nine colors recognized for their compact 
plant habit and solid flower color. They 
are normally sold as bedding plants, but 
seeds can be obtained for those who want 
to germinate their own.

Thatch can impede lawn growth 


Many lawns accumulate an undecom- 


posed organic layer just above the soil. 
This is thatch, a normal sequence In the 
growth cycle. But it sometimes accumu- 
lates a half inch or more, and then Im- 
pedes lawn growth. Thatch consists 
mainly of slow-to-decay root and stem fi- 
bers. Once thatch is abundant, new roots 
. grow into it rather than into a shielded, 
anoxlous soil. Zoysla in the South, and 
fescues in the North, seem to produce 
unusually enduring thatch. 


New grass is hard to seed into a 


thatched lawn. Scattering fresh seed 
over old sod, no matter how good the 
seed, docs not work. Seeds lie on top of 
the thatch out of touch with the soil that 
new roots must find in order for the 
seedling to survive. Even with constant 
watering, rootlets of a sprouted seed 
have difficulty penetrating thatch. In- 
deed, abundant thatch can prevent fer- 


tilizer and water from reaching the root- 
zone. The thatch acts like a protective 
"roof" covering the soil. 


So, before ovcrsceding a thatched 


lawn, scratch out as much of the thatch 
as is possible. An ordinary rake seldom 
"grabs" deeply enough, but lined garden 
cultivators do. For a sizable lawn a pow- 
dered turf thinner ('often called "power 
r a k e , " 
"delhatcher," 
"vertical 


mower" or some such names) saves a 
lot of hard work. In metropolitan areas 
these machines can often be rented. Most 
of them have cutting blades similar to a 
circular saw set vertically; the rotating 
blade slices into the grass, tearing loose 
the thatch, usually showering a bit of soil 
on top (this will aid thatch decay). A 
machine should be sufflcienty powered 
so that it will not stall when set to cut all 
the way into the soil.

Chemical substances aid 
in growing healthy plants 


h your neighbor getting more beauty, 


production, and satisfaction out of hli 
garden than you arc? For less In* 
vestment of time and money? If he Is, 
tho reason may bo that he's reading tha 
labels on his garden chemicals before us- 
ing them. And chances are good that ho 
knows I lie correct chemicals to use and 
when lo use them. 


You should visit your nearest garden 


supply center and discover what the gar- 
den chemical Industry has been doing for 
you during tho past decade. 


At tho local garden supply center you 


will discover an Impressive supply of 
readily available insecticides and nutri- 
ents that have tho potential of turning 
your "inject cafeteria" and botanical 
wastelands into a thriving garden. And 
here's where reading the labels comes in 
handy. When you don't read the labels, 
Incorrect application of garden chem- 
ical* can become expensive and dis- 
appointing. 


Proper application of garden chem- 


ical can transform home gardening 
from n frustrating scries of failures into 
n gratifying and creative recreational ac- 
tivity. 


In recent years agricultural chemical 


manufacturers have produced excellent, 
easily understood Instructional booklets 
for amateur cardeners. Ono of tho best Is 
the Orthn Lawn and Garden Book which 
Is publlihcd In eight regional editions by 
Chevron Chemical Company to help you 
solve the particular problems of garden- 
ing In your area. 


This generously Illustrated 32-pago 


publication is loaded with gardening tips 
and recommendations, but most Impor- 
tant It identifies garden pests and pre- 
scribes the proper pesticides or chemical 
aid? for controlling them. It also tells 
you how to fertilize plants and lawns. 


The Ortho Lawn and Garden Book, and 


other similar good garden books will pro- 
vide you with some time-honored and 
thoroughly researched rules. 


Rule number one in your "battle with 


tho bugs" Is to use the right insecticide. 
Resist the temptation to use whatever 
happens to be on your garago shelf, un- 
less you can definitely identify it as the 
right Insecticide for the job. 


Having selected tho right Insecticide 


you have now arrived at all Important 
Rule No. 2 — Read the label! All of It!! 
Maybe even twice. And then do exactly 
as it says. 


In the case of Isotox Insect Spray it 


will recommend mixing two tablespoons 
of insect spray with one gallon of water. 
The natural human tendency is to reason 
that "If two tablespoons per gallon arc 
recommended, then surely four table- 
spoons per gallon will be twice as effec- 
tive." 


That Is not the case. All that reasoning 


docs is double your garden expense and, 
carried to extremes, can foster ecologic- 
al, 
environmental, and 
lexicological 


problems. 


If you follow the instructions closely, 


measure accurately, and observe all of 
the warnings on the label, your garden 
chemicals will perform their assigned 
task efficiently and safely. 


To successfully combat the enemy you 


must know his habits. Insects feed on 
both sides of leaves so use a fine spray 
unit with a deflector (such as Die Ortho 
Sproy-cttc) which will help you hit both 
sides of the leaves. 


The phrase "apply as necessary" ap- 


pears on many insecticide labels. This 
means apply when the pests arc numer- 
ous enough to damage the plant ... not 
when the first one appears. If you arc too 
quick on the trigger you will spend half 
of your life and too much money on 


spraying. Walt until a platoon of your 
bug and insect enemies bivouac before 
pulling the trigger. 


Mix only the amount of spray needed 


at a given time. Left over diluted spray 
should not be stored. It is only wasted 
and can cause a disposal problem. It is 
better to mix less,, rather than too much, 
spray. 


When is the best time to spray? In tho 


early morning or evening when there is 
little wind. Avoid spraying when tem- 
peratures are high, or when plants are 
suffering from lack of water. 


It is best to spray a day or two after a 


thorough watering, but when leaves or 
bark arc not wet from rain, dew, or 
sprinkling. Rain or watering right after 
spraying will reduce or totally eliminate 
the effectiveness of many pesticides. 


The same basic application rules that 


apply to pesticides apply to garden fer- 
tilizers. Be sure that you use the right 
fertilizer for each particular situation. 
Apply it according to the instructions on 
the label. Over application will usually 
burn lawns and can damage plants. 


Nutritional needs of your garden and 


lawn vary greatly according to types of 
plants, types of lawns, and geographical 
locations. Fortunately, however, there 
arc very helpful fertilizing instructions 
available in garden books. They provide 
you with the when, how, and what of fer- 
tilization ... and even the why, If you 
want to know. 


Various manufacturers of agricultural 


chemicals have put millions of hours, 
and many more millions of dollars into 
research and development for bettor gar- 
dening. Take advantage of it. 


Apply fertilizers and plant protection 


chemicals correctly and get as much 
beauty, production and satisfaction out of 
your garden as that successful neighbor 
of yours gets out of his. 


House plants need proper environment 


Ii something attacking your favorite 


home plants? They looked good all sum- 
mer nm! full, but now the edges of the 
Irnici nrc turning brown. Could It be 
canard by a fungus disease or an Insect? 


Tlip*c nrc povtlbilltlM. but more prob- 


flbly It Is the home environment, says G. 
M. Fooler. University of Illinois Exten- 
sion horticulturist. Selecting the right lo- 
cation In the home to grow a plant isn't 
always caiy. Most house plants, especial- 
ly the foliage types, originated In tropical 
areas and prefer n warm location, ade- 
quate humidity nncl moderate light. But 
modern homes tend to bo hot, dry and 
too dimly lit for plants. 


Fwler says that cacti and succulents 


grow quite well In hot. dry homes. Their 
main problem Is adapting to low lighting 


conditions. Ho recommends placing them 
in a bright, sunny window and not over- 
uutcring them. These plants can be set 
directly on window sills where night tem- 
peratures don't go below about 50 de- 
grees F. Under good growing conditions, 
many cacti will flower next spring. 


Drowning along leaf edges often In- 


dicates that the air in your home is too 
dry and that more water is being lost by 
the leaves than Is absorbed by the roots. 
Move these plants to a more humid area, 
if possible, such as the bathroom or 
kitchen. Never place plants too close to 
radiators, heaters or hot-air registers. 


If the humidity In your homo is very 


low, you can provide temporary relief for 
plants by placing large glass Jars or 
plastic bags over them. For several 


Shady areas can be assets 


Shade tends to bo n problem in gar- 


dens. Few plants like shady areas and It 
Is difficult to get grass to grow on the 
north side of buildings. In some of tho 
older neighborhoods tho beautiful trees 
create dense shade so that growing any- 
thing beneath them Is not easy. 


The problem Is often solved by uiing 


annuals such as Impntlcns, Begonlis or 
oven Coletis which have to bo planted 
each year. 


However, there are many perennial 


plants which tolerate shade or even need 
shade to grow well. Some ore wild- 
flowers which normally nro found deep 
in tho woodi. Common Violets, and Lily- 
oMho-Valloy make good ground cover hi 
shade and provide flowers. Vlncn Minor 
Pachyiamlrn and English ivy, ore well 
adapted to shade, ns Is Variegated Gout- 
weed and Acgopodlum. 


Plataln lily, Hostn, DayUly and Ho- 


mcrocnllls were also favorites of our 
grandmothers, but nro again popular as 
excellent shndo Dlants. Hostns bloom 


faithfully year after year with little if 
any sun, and virtually no care. A vari- 
egated form Is particularly attractive in 
very shady areas. 


Dayllllcs, whilo content In sun do nice- 


ly in shade. They are extremely hardy 
and have become naturalized along fcnco 
rows and woodlots, and even In many 
tough places where little else will grow. 
Many varieties are available In a range 
of colors. 


For wlldflowers, Try Trillium, both red 


and white, Squills, False Solomon's Seal 
and Bleeding Heart. For a pleasant year- 
round effect with a spring surprise, plant 
tho area with ground cover and inter- 
plant some spring wild flowers such as 
Blue- Crested Iris, Grape Hyacinth or 
oven Daffodils. 


A quick trip to Morton Arboretum can 


give you many more ideas for planting a 
shady spot. 


Uso your Imagination. You might well 


turn a problem area Into a very attrac- 
tive asset. 


plants, place them on a water-tight tray 
filled with gravel that is kept moist. Mis- 
ting the foliage onco or twice daily will 
also temporarily remedy the low-humid- 
ity situation. But the best idea is to in- 
stall a home or room humidifier; this 
will be beneficial both to you and your 
plants. 


House plants should not be watered too 


often, cautions Foster. Tho soil for cacti 
and succulents should bo allowed to dry 
moderately between waterings. For your 
other houso plants, check the soil surface 
once a day and water only If the surface 
is beginning to feel dry. But don't wait 
until It has reached a chalky-dry con- 
sistency and the root system has been 
damaged. Frequent, light waterings re- 
sult In poorly developed root systems. 
And watering by a rule of thumb, such 
as twice a week, is never good practice. 
Apply water to an individual plant when 
it needs it, as determined by looking at 
and feeling the soil. But when you do add 
water, soak the soil thoroughly, he adds. 


Finally, Foster stresses that no two 


plants have exactly the same environ- 
mental needs. Even two different vari- 
eties of African violets may require 
slightly different amounts of water and 
light. And, depending on many factors, a 
large houso plant may actually need less- 
frequent watering than a smaller one. 
You'll also note that plants growing in 
clay pots almost always require more 
water than those in comparable-sized 
plastic pots. Adequate light levels for 
house plants are very important, and It 
Is common to find specimens that are 
declining because they can't manufac-' 
turc enough food to maintain themselves. 


To help you in determining the light, 


temperature, humidity and watering 
needs for the Individual kinds of house 
plants you grow, Foster suggests that 
you have access to a good reference book 
on tho subject. Your local library or 
boikstorc can help you.

penchant for operating in strictest secre- 
cy at the Champalgn-Urbana campus, Il- 
linois enhanced its reputation as a place 
of confusing last weekend. 


There arc*times when I believe Illinois 


Athletic Director Cecil Colcman actually 
delights In playing with the press, carry- 
Ing his role of authority to the extremes 
when absolute candor would be so re- 
freshing. 


When Gene Bartow accepted the head 


basketball position at UCLA, pulling out 
of a five-year contract at Illinois, specu- 
lation obviously ran rampant on a pos- 
sible successor. 


It was erroneously reported In the 


media both nationally and even in 
Champalgn-Urbana, where they should 
have known better, that Don DeVoc of 
Virginia Tech would be tho now head 
coach. 


Speculation centered around DoVoe be- 


cause ho was a known vls'tor to the 
r iimus Friday and had learned the 
'l.irne under such highly successful Big 
in coaches as Bobby Knight of Indiana 
and Fred Taylor of Ohio State. 


The tlpoff should have come when 


Colcman told one srwrtswrltcr, "We've 
got a real surprise for you Saturday 
morning." But then DeVoc, however, Im- 
pressive as a coach, Isn't exactly a 
household word and he could bo consid- 
ered by some a "real surprise." 


A television station In Champalgn-Ur- 


bana carried tho story on Its 10 p.m. 
newscast Friday that the choice was "90 
to 1 DcVoe." The Chicago Tribuno was 
printing tho story factually and a UPI 
writer was so convinced that he filed tho 


story, a story that the Herald ran Satur- 
day and that also appeared in hundreds 
of newspapers across the country. 


On Saturday, papers from Canada to 


Florida and from California to Maine 
carried wire stories that DeVoe was Illi- 
nois' choice. Sunday, with considerably 
less enthusiasm, they had to run stories 
that the new coach was Lou Hcnson of 
Nex Mexico State. 


A friend called mo Monday morning 


and asked "What the hell is going on at 
your alma mater?" I just told him noth- 
ing they do down there surprises me. 


To add to the confusion, and astound- 


ing secrecy, it was reported Wednesday 
that Colcman had failed to inform the 
Athletic Board at Illinois that New Mex- 
ico State, where Henson coached, had 
just come off NCAA probation for illegal 
aid to basketball players. Henson appa- 
rently was not involved, but it is stagger- 
ing that tho matter should have been 
considered unworthy of any mention to 
tho Illinois board. Illinois, of all schools, 
should be very sensitive to such matters. 


Although Hcnson obviously has the ere. 


dcntlols to do the job at Illinois, I hoped 
Colcman would promote assistant coach 
Tony Yatcs to the Job. It seemed like the 
perfect move at this difficult time, a 
time of chaos when a transition between 
staffs should be made as smoothly as* 
possible. 


But Colcman opted for a "big name," 


almost In direct defiance to the ground 
swell of support that -reportedly "was 
building in the community for Yntes and 
tho published reports on DeVoe. Now Illi- 
nois starts over again with a new head 
coach, new theories, and probably anoth- 
er 8-18 year. 


Yates is black, a former star at Cincin- 


nati. Ho would have been tlio only black 
head basketball coach In the Big 10. That 
in itself obviously should not be the sole 
criteria for selection, but Yates is a

proven quality in the Midwest recruiting 
game and that, folks, is what mokes a 
winner. 


Yates, who will stay in his assistant's 


role at Illinois but who did apply for the 
head job, was a dominant factor In get- 
ting Bloom's All-Stater Audio Matthews 
to come to Champalgn-Urbana and was 
the chief reason for touted Rich Adams, 
another freshman, to leave tho state of 
Ohio for Illinois. 


Henson has been a winner, has fine 


background In coaching and must lie an 
able' recruiter, but Illinois needs more 
than just credentials at this critical stage 
in their basketball program. 


Credentials are fine but what Illinois 


needed in its rebuilding process was a 
man with proven acceptance in the fer- 
tile recruiting field that will supply the 
school with most of Its talent through the 
years. Yatcs has that acceptance, but he 
could operate so much more effectively 
In the No. l position. 


It takes time to sell yourself, to devel- 


op contacts, develop a needed rapport 
with the high school coaches. Yates 
worked hard at his job and had devel- 
oped a good insight on what is needed to 
turn around a troubled program. 


Now that Yates has been turned down 


for the-head job, just chow long will he 
stay at Illinois as an 'assistant? Bobby 
Knight, head coach at Indiana, is quoted 
as telling a Champalgn-Urbana sportswri- 
ter, "You've got a helluva guy in Tony 
Yates. You tell Tony that If he needs a 
recommendation of any kind, all he has

miliar with winning, losing can be even 
more agonizing. The novelty ot the 
"challenge" wears off fast.' 


Even Bartow admitted that this week. 


"I didn't have the patience for it," ha 
said. "Tho losing was eating on me. This 
year was very hard on me." 


I'm confident a man like Tony Yates, 


not a "big name," would have responded 
with tremendous zeal if given the oppor- 
tunity to be No. 1 after serving as a 
hard-working assistant. Illinois is a 
sleeping giant in basketball, but there 
can't be success overnight and many 
"big names" just dont want to wait I 
feel Yates would have had more patience 
to honor his commitment. 


As far as Bartow leaving fbr.UCLA, I 


guess you can't blame a man for wanting 
the top job in the country. You can de- 
fend the ethics of such, contract jumps on 
the general lack of security attached to 
tho coaching profession.'

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. - A curious 


nugget of folklore Is that Joe DiMaggio, 
named the "Greatest Living Baseball 
Player," and who holds what may be the 
single most stunning record in sports — 
hitting safely In 56 straight games in 1041 
— holds no other regular-season major 
league record. 


However, he does share a few regular- 


season records, and holds a sprinkling of 
World Series marks, but nothing your av- 
erage Greatest Living Player would 
write home about. 


"But I am very proud of that hitting 


streak, I can tell you that," DiMaggio 
said recently at the American Airlines 
celebrity golf tournament here. "There 
wasn't one cheap hit to keep the streak 
going. I earned every one." 


After his streak, there wns a story that 


the Heinz Co., makers of 57 varieties of 
food, would have used DiMaggio In Us 
promotions If he bad-hit In one more 
con- 


secutive game. 


"I never believed that," said Di- 


Maggio. "After all, I got a hit in the All- 
Star game, which came about midway in 
the streak. And they could always have 
said that that made it 57." 


DiMaggio In recent years has made up 


for that by doing several commercials, 
including one for a bank in New York 
and one for a national coffee-making ma- 
chine company. 


He Is 61 years old, his hair is white nnd 


there is a bald spot in the back of his 
head. He looks in good shape, though he 
says his throwing arm is raggedy now, 
nnd his knees were hurting him like a 
toothache. Although he retired In 1951, he 
remains trim by playing much golf. "It's 
not so much the physical aspect of golf 
that is good for keeping your weight 
down, but it's being out there on the 
course for five hours and staying away 
from the table," he said. 


He hcllcvcs his hitting streak record 


will one dny be broken. "Why 
not?" he 


nsks. "Aren't all records eventually bro- 
ken?" 


When asked wlilch records he admires, 


he cites two pitching ones in particular. 
He said Don Drysdale's six straight shut- 
outs was spectacular, as well as Johnny 
Van der Meer's two straight no-hitters in 
1938. (Curiously, both are "consecutive" 
records, like DiMaggio's. 


He shares with many the big-league 


record for most triples in a game, three; 
most home runs in an inning, two. He 
shares an American League record for 
most three-base hits, rookie season 
(193G), 15; and holds the American 
League record for most runs scored, 
rookie season, 155. 


He docs hold some World Scries 


records for outfielding: Most scoreless 
games without error, 45; most chances 
accepted, total scries (10 Scries, 51 
games), 150. And shares most hits, in- 
ning, 2, and most putotits, inning, 3. 


"But some of those were what I call 


marathon records," said DiMaggio, his 
rather rheumy eyes expressing a kingly 
but certain contempt. 


He also docs not prize fielding records 


terribly highly. "The best outfielders arc 
those who try for a lot of balls, and of 
course make some errors In the pro- 


cess," he said. "I remember one year 
Zcke Bonura made only one error In the 
outfield all season for the White Sox. But 
he never moved off the spot where his 
two feet were planted." 


It is the hitting record, though, that 


people still talk to DiMaggio about. The 
strangest encounter occurred a few 
years ago with a man who said he once 
was a taxi drive In Cleveland. It had 
been written several times that on the 
day DiMaggio's streak was stopped, the 
cabbie driving him to the game in Cleve- 
land that morning predicted he would go 
hitlcss. 


Yankee pitcher Lefty Gomez, Joe's 


roommate, immediately gave the cabbie 
hell and then pulled DiMaggio out of the 
taxi. The two walked the rest of the way 
to Municipal Stadium. 


"Now 
this Is over 30 years later," said 


DiMaggio, "and 
the guy is very serious. 


He apologized. Well, my God, 
I felt aw- 


ful. I mean, he might have been spend- 
ing his life thinking he had jinxcd me. 
But I told him he hadn't. My number 
was up, was all."

Havlicek, 56 years old, holds current 


age group national records in 100 and 200 


individual medley. He was a brief record 
holder in 400 IM but had his mark broken 
recently. 


Entered in the 55-59 age bracket, Hav- 


licek placed second in 100 individual 
medley, second in 100 butterfly, third in 
50 butterfly and fourth in 100 freestyle at 
last year's nationals. He's the 200 IM 
reigning champion. 


Havlicek currently swims unattached. 


He is ranked in 11 events. 


Swimmers automatically qualify for 


Masters All-America rating by winning 
four national titles or setting four nation- 
al age group records during any given 
year. They may also be elected by spe- 
cial committee.

Although he Is the 
wtnalngest pitcher among active players 
<2M earwr victories). 1974 was the worst 
statistically of his 11 full big league sca> 
sons. 


He had his first losing record of those 


years. 11 and 13. His earned run average 
was his highest (3.83) and his strikeout 
total was his lowest. 


"I'd bo a damn fool If I said I'm as 


good as I've ever been." said Gibson. 
"But I wasn't all that bad last season, 
cither. There were six games, for ex- 
ample, In which I was removed from the 
game with a lead. And we lost the lend. 
Wo win those games and I have 17 wins 
for the season." 


It Is time, though, lie says, to quit. 
"I've bfcn playing hall for something 


like 30 years — 30 yean! — and I'm 
tired. 


"Oh, once you get on the mound, tho 


challenge comes hnck. nnil It's fun." 


His eyes, shaded under his bright red 


Cardinal cap, are alive now. His voice is 
quick and rather high. 


"Thero is that sense of power on tho 


mound, like you know everything pretty 
much depends out there on how you do. 
Or don't do. That's something I'll miss 
when I finish playing ball." 


He says that being one of the best at 


his profession was something he strove 
for. He says he knows that whatever Is 
next — possibly broadcasting, possibly 
business, he has enough money to make 
a leisurely choice — he may not reach 
the heights he did as • ballplayer. 


"I don't think that (hat will be frustra- 


ting — not being the best anymore," he 
said. "I mean, I will always know that 
there was something I could do as good 
or better than anyone else. That's satis- 
fying. My records arc Important In a 
relative way In this regard. I've had ac- 
complishments and there they are for all 
to sec. 


"I'm proud of them, and sometimes 


even now I'll think about, oh, my no-hit- 
ter In 1972 or that 1968 season and a 
smile will come to my mind."

"Last season, I had my knee drained 


22 times, before almost every start, and 
that's tiring," he said. "Also, playing for 
so long, I can't get as fiercely excited 
before n game ns I used to. But losing — 
man. I still can't get used to that" 


There is another change apparent to 


Gibson and that is tho difference in tho 
treatment of blacks. 


"I remember when I first came down 


hero to spring training In 1958, the blifck 
players couldn't stay at the same hotel 
ns the whites. And there was no place for 
us to keep our families. So they stayed 
homo. That has changed. 


"Also, I think more people think of me 


as Bob Gibson, ballplayer, Instead of Bob 
Gibson, black ballplayer. I believe that 
because of my mall, which Is a lot less 
racist than It once was. 


"But still there is an undercurrent. 


You get it In little things. For example, I 
was In an elevator In a hotel recently. A 
couple gets on. Now I'm in n suit and 
tie. The man says to me, 'I want the 
22nd floor.' He thought I had to be the 
elevator operator. 


"I said, 'For all I care, mister, you can 


take tho whole hotel!' "

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j Ford asks $1 billion for S. Vietnam 


I'HESIDEST FORD 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly $1 
billion In old for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
sold Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, Just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million in military aid "If there is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in ceo- 


nomic and humanitarian old for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting it would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD, IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid in , 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Rustfa, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

The feasibility plan, which is believed 


to rely heavily on village financing, will 
bo presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president. 


"The thing is going to depend on the 


new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election to be over. Very shortly, 
we'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or Juno. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan. Including 
what possible financial benefits might bo 
In store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights If tho village board approves the 
proposal. 


IN 
CHICAGO. Edward McCaskcy, 


Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed tho plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted ... delighted." 


McCaskey said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason in- 


trasquad game with proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend 


the three preseason and seven regularly 
scheduled league games. The village also 
is considering a daily parking tax. 


• A guaranteed annual revenue to the 


village.

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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building the stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$33 million. 


McCaskcy said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium are the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
truck teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become ous 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskcy said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing thorc, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "If they want us 
to," 


McCaskcy said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskey 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium in Orchard 
Park, N.Y., home of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 1973, took 14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by tho taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y. 


THE LOCATION of tho proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it 
is believed to bo northwest of the exist-

New law abolishes city 
real estate-review panel

DCS Plaines city officials have quietly

'Although the city council action took 
place in January, apparently most city 
officials were not aware of the abolition 
of the real estate board until this week, 
when supplements to the city-code book 
arrived from the printers. 


The supplement contained Instructions 


indicating the chapter outliningThe pow- 
ers of the review board had been re- 
pealed. There was no additional ordi- 


nance passed by the city council main- 
taining tho board. 


MAYOR HERBERT H. Behrel ex- 


pressed surprise when questioned about 
the move. 


"What? We did what?" the mayor 


said. 


City Atty. Charles Hug said he had ad- 


vised the city council's license-and-in- 


• spection committee of the move when he 


was preparing the ordinance outlining 
the changes in the business regulations. 


"I informed Aid. (Charles) Bolek (3rd)

The complaint 
was withdrawn after the real estate bro- 
ker involved corrected tho problems. The 
board did not meet to review the com- 
plaint. 


Ex-sheriff 
indicted in shakedown plot

Former Sheriff Orvillc S. Clavey of 


Lake County was Indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 o month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavey, defeated last year i in his bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In tho indictment of plotting to 
•hake down tho controversial Cheetah II 
for o total of about $12,000 between May 
1072 and May 1073. 


He alia was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to tho 
grand jury that ho took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DcFoor and for 
denying that ho took a kickback from a 
llo-dotector firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. George Gllkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavey, 5044 Dnr- 
lenc Dr., Gurncc, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Jerome P. Schcutz, 
named as on unlndicted conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss tho matter further. 


Gilkcrson ,sald Clavey, now a furniture 


salesman, "got it (the money) because of 
his position." Ho added Clavoy could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavey was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for tho entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavey 
and Jack Hoogaslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was- 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Magdelcine last November. 


DcFOOR, WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
in October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offical In exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've 
been in operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. We were in Kenosha for 
'two years and never paid under the 
table." . 


DeFoor said he opened his club where

denied to the grand Jury that he received 
money from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
had offered to pay him and Scheutz 
$1,000 a month and denied receiving any 
income other than that reported on his 


federal income tax-returns for the years 
1971,1972 and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavey falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal-Revenue Service.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Fed- 


era) Aviation Administration an- 
nounced plans Thursday to equip Its 
most sophisticated airport radars 
with a $2.4 million double-alert sys- 
tem to warn If aircraft descend too 
low while trying to land. 


An FAA spokesman said tho sys- 


tem would be Installed at 64 airports 
around the nation before the end of 
next year. 


Under the new system, the spokes- 


man said, radar operators would re- 
ceive both visual and audible warn- 
ings should aircraft descend to un- 
safe altitudes while under their con- 
trol in the terminal approach area — 
generally tho airspace within 30 
miles of an airport. 


The minimum safe altitude warn- 


ing system is designed to help pre- 
vent the type of tragedy that killed 
92 persons near Washington Dec. 1 
when TWA Flight 514, trying to land 
at Dulles International Airport, flew 
too low and hit a Virginia mountain. 


Pilots argued at a hearing on the 


TWA crash that controllers should 
use that information to warn planes 
away from unsafe altitudes. 


But controllers said It would be im- 


possible to constantly watch the alti- 
tudes of three or four planes on a 
radar scope and still safely perform 
other functions such as keeping 
planes off collision courses.

Irregularities in the counting of absentee 
bayou. 


1)0 DATEg Young has completed a 


recount of 25 per cent of the precincts 
involved in the disputed election. Ho said 
he found enough missing ballots and im- 
properly counted absentee votes to re- 
duce Mlkva's total by 483 rates. If this 
margin of error prevails In the additional 
precincts, Young sold, "I would have 
\von the election." 


Young Is challenging the election on 


tun other grounds — that Mikva used 
false and misleading literature and ad- 
vertising during the campaign and that 
Mikva received but foiled to report cer- 
tain contributions in violation of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. 


Young offered some specific examples 


of ads and literature he considered un- 
fair and misleading but did not detail the 
specifics of the contribution charge.

I'KESIDENT HORD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide witliln the next nine days nearly $1 
billion in aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyond, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million in military aid "If there is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation, . 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends-in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting it would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD, IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid in 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Parts agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

Madison Square Garden Corp. will un- 


veil plan* for an 80,000-scat Chicago 
Dears football stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Track within the next 8 to 12 
weeks. The Herald learned Thursday. 


The feasibility plan, which Is believed 


to rely heavily on village financing, will 
be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president. 


"The thing Is going to depend on the 


new (vlll.iHc! board. We've been waiting 
for the election to be over. Very shortly, 
we'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or June. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


detail* of the stadium plan, including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
In store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights If the village board approves the 
proposal. 


IN 
CHICAGO. Edward McCaskcy, 


Rears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners wore "de- 
lighted ... delighted ... delighted." 


McCaskey said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason in- 


trasquad game with proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend

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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building the stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskey said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the'facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium are the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskey said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "if they want us to." 
McCaskey said. But ho emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to ploy 
its 1077 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an BO.OOO-seat stadium in Orchard 
Park, N.Y., home of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 1973, took 14 months 
lo build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y.

Former Sheriff Orvillo S. Clavcy of 


Uke County was Indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavey, defeated last year In his bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In the indictment of plotting to 
shako down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1072 and May 1073. 


Ho also was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that he took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DeFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
llo-d«toctor firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. George Gllkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavey, 5044 Dar- 
Icne Dr., Gurncc, conspired • with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Jerome P. 
Scheutz, 


named as an unindicted conspirator, to 
cxlort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gilkerson said Clavey, now a furniture 


salesman, "got It (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavey could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavey 
and Jack Hoogasian, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Magdelcine lost November. 


DcFOOR. WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
in October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offical in exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've 
been in operation for seven

A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and. that he denied splitting the 
money.

Under the plan, low-Income elderly and

FAA to spend 
$2.4 million on 
warning system 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Fed- 


eral Aviation Administration an- 
nounced plans Thursday to equip its 
most sophisticated airport radars 
with a $2,4 million double-alert sys- 
tem to warn if aircraft descend too 
low vvhilo trying to land, 


An FAA spokesman said the sys- 


tem would be installed at 64 airports 
around the nation before the end of 
next year. 


Under the new system, the spokes- 


man said, radar operators would re- 
ceive both visual and audible warn- 
ings should aircraft descend to un- 
safe altitudes while under their con- 
trol in the terminal approach area — 
generally the airspace within 30 
miles of an airport. 


The minimum safe altitude warn- 


ing system is designed to help pre- 
vent the type of tragedy that killed 
92 persons near Washington Dec. 1 
when TWA Flight 514, trying to land 
at Dulles International Airport, flew 
too low and hit a Virginia mountain. 


Pilots argued at a hearing on the 


TWA crash that controllers should 
use that information to warn planes 
away from unsafe altitudes. 


But controllers said it would be im- 


possible to constantly watch the alti- 
tudes of three or four planes on a 
radar scope and still safely perform 
other functions such as keeping 
planes off collision courses.

Bogart: An advocate of tight spending

• Commercial-Industrial growth and

Shirley: The village must seek new 


sources of revenue that can be found in 
commercial and industrial development

"good idea" which he said can generate 
additional sales-tax revenues and be a 
service to the community. But he said, 
"It certainly won't be lO-story buildings 
— not if I have anything to say about it." 


Mrs. Berth: She favors some light in- 


dustry and commercial areas, pointing to 
Arlington Heights' variety of industry as 
an example. The industrial development 
committee should be reactivated soon to 
study the possibilities. Mrs. Berth also 
said the town center concept must be ap- 
proached "properly" and the project 
should be exclusively rural and not be 
like "Randhurst Shopping Center." 


Mnricnthal: He criticized the board for 


not having moved further along toward 
developing an industrial area and said 
the village already may have lost some 
industry for Buffalo Grove by not active- 
ly seeking it. He said the town center 
should be something along the lines of 
downtown Long-Grove, having "an older 
motif." 


Swanson: Taxpayer burdens must be 


relieved by industrial and commercial 
development but said officials must sec 
to it that services such as fire and police 


protection and the water supply con be 
proportionately upgraded to serve the 
area. 


He said he would like to sec a creative 


touch applied to planning the town cen- 
ter, saying it can be one of the most 
"fashionable" developments in the North- 
west suburbs. He said the center can in- 
clude a clothing store, restaurant and 
theater, or what he called "the finer 
things of life." 


Ikcns: In addition to saying Buffalo 


Grove industry should be of a light, com- 
mercial-research type, Ikens also feels 
the industrial area should be isolated 
from the rest of the community.

In a letter to State Sen. Bradley M. 


Glass, R-Northflcld, Bond said recent 
traffic surveys on McHenry Road show 
that 48 per cent of the motorists drive 
the road faster than the posted SO m.p.h. 
speed limit. 


Glass has been studying a request by a 


citizens' group that has been working for 
reduced speed limits and safer conditions 
on McHenry Road. 


UONO MAS SENT letters to Wheeling 


Police Chief Peter P. Guttilla and the 
state police asking them to consider 
stricter enforcement of the existing 
speed limit. 


In the letter to Glass, the transportation 


secretary said that before the speed limit 
was reduced from 53 m.p.h. to 50 m.p.h. 
last summer, only 24 to 28 per cent of the 
motorists violated the speed limit. 


"As you con sec, the posting of a lower 


speed limit docs not significantly reduce 
the speed that a majority of motorists 
travel," Bond said.

Ford asks 
billion for S. Vietnam 


PRESIDENT FOIID 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly $1 
billion In aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million In military aid "if there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $230 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting It would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
tills should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of Intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor Its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD, IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid in 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

CHICAGO, Edward McCaskcy, 


Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, lie said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted ... delighted." 


McCaskey said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, Including:

The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskcy said If the stadium Is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium are the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the While Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskcy said. "Wo would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "if they want us to," 
McCaskcy said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he sold. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scal stadium in Orchard 
Park, N.Y., homo of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated In 197.1, took 14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y. 


THE LOCATION of the proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it

Former Sheriff Orvlllc S. Clnvcy of 


Lake County was Indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand Jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavcy, defeated lost year in lib bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused in the indictment of plotting to 
irhnko down tho controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1972 and May 1073. 


He also was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that ho took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DcFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
lie-detector firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Ally. George Gilkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavcy, 5044 Dnr- 
Icno Dr., Gurncc, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff 
Jerome P. Scheutz, 


named as an unindictcd conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gllkcrson said Clovey, now a furniture 


salesman, "got it (tho money) because of 
his position." He added Clavey could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $05,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
tho Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavey 
and Jack Hoogaslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to dose 
Iho area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


Irath used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Mogdclelnc last November. 


DcFOOR, WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, sold In an interview 
In October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offlcal in exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Fed- 


eral Aviation Administration an- 
nounced plans Thursday to equip its 
most sophisticated airport radars 
with a $2.4 million double-alert sys- 
tem to warn if aircraft descend too 
low wlille trying to land. 


An FAA spokesman said the sys- 


tem would be installed at 6-1 airports 
around the nation before the end of 
next year. 


Under the new system, the spokes- 


man said, radar operators would re- 
ceive both visual and audible warn- 
ings should aircraft descend to un- 
safe altitudes while under their con- 
trol in the terminal approach area — 
generally the airspace within 30 
miles of an airport. 


The minimum safe altitude warn- 


ing system is designed to help pre- 
vent the type of tragedy that killed 
92 persons near Washington Dec. 1 
when TWA Flight 51-1, trying to land 
at Dulles International Airport, flew 
too low and hit a Virginia mountain. 


Pilots argued at a hearing on the 


TWA crash that controllers should 
use that information to warn planes 
away from unsafe altitudes. 


But controllers said it would be im- 


possible to constantly watch the alti- 
tudes of three or four planes on a 
radar scope and still safely perform 
other 
functions such as 
keeping 


planes off collision courses.

President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly St 
billion In aid for South Vietnam and to 
Rive him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
Soutli Vietnamese. 


Ford, in a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million in military aid "if there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting it would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside. Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the \vorst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


KOIID. IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid to 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

Madison Square Garden Corp will un- 


veil plant for an 
IW.OOO seat Chicago 


Dean football stadium at Arlington Park 
RACC Track within the next n to 12 
weeks. The Herald learned Thursday. 


The feasibility plan, which It believed 


to rely henvlly on village financing, will 
be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen. Madison 
Square Garden president. 


"The thing is going to depend on the 


new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election to bo over. Very shortly, 
uc'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should lie ready by 
May or June. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan, Including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
In store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights if the village board approves the 
proposal. 


IN 
CHICAGO, Edward McCoskcy, 


Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead witti the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted ... delighted." 


McCaskey said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason in- 


trasquad game with proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend 


the three preseason and seven regularly 
scheduled league games. The village also 
is considering a daily parking tax. 


• A guaranteed annual revenue to the 


village. 


In return, Madison Square Garden is 
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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building the stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskey said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sip a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium arc the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskey said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home 
community in many ways," 


McCaskey said. "We would have our of- 
ficcs there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bcurs' officials 
will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "If they want us to," 
McCaskey said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will bo used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCnskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium in Orchard 
Park, N.V., home of tho Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 1973, took 14 months 
to build. Us $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by tho taxpayers of Erie County, 
N.Y. 


THE LOCATION of tho proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it 
is believed to bo northwest of the exist-

Funds for commuter-depot 
parking to be studied 


Schaumburg officials will explore sev- 


eral methods to finance road and parking 
areas required for a Milwaukee Road 
commuter station included in a proposed 
$4.5 billion work program under study by 
the Illinois General Assembly. 


V i l l a g e administrator John Coste 


Thursday told representatives of the rail- 
road and Illinois Oept. of Transportation, 
the village has a tentative station plan 
for part of 60 acres south of Irving Park 
and Springinsguth roads, estimating the 
cost of road improvements, parking for 
1,200 cars and land acquisition at about 
$1.5 million. 


Under the program, part of Gov. Dan- 


iel Walker's proposed accelerated build- 
ing program, $100,000 in state money 
would build the station, a platform and 
install lighting, with 90 per cent of the 
project to be completed by December 
1976. If the village is to accept the sta- 
tion, it must provide roads and parking. 
Construction must start on the depot no 


later than August 1976, state officials 
say. 


COSTE SAID he will approach a North- 


west Municipal Conference committee 
responsible for evaluating projects for 
possible Federal Aid to Urban Systems 
funding where 70 per cent of the cost 
may be obtained. He said he also will 
investigate a state parking program sug- 
gested by a representative of the depart- 
ment of transportation. 


A major problem, Costc said, is that 


Springinsguth Road will not be included 


in a county road plan until completion of 
a n Elgln-O'Hare Expressway inter- 
change near the proposed site, making 
the property ineligible for county or state 
assistance. State officials have said the 
expressway may not be completed for 
five years. 


Coste said he is making "exploratory" 


investigations because the village has 
made no definite commitment to the sta- 
tion coming in soon under state funding, 
indicating it may be decided to delay the 
facility several years until other financ- 
ing can be used.

Ex-sheriff indicted in shakedown plot

Former Sheriff Orville S. Clavoy of 


Lake County was indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavcy, defeated last year in lib bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In the Indictment of plotting to 
shako down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1872 and May 1973. 


He also was charged with tux evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that he took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DcFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
lio-dctoctor firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Ally. George Gilkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavoy, 5044 Dar- 
lenc Dr.. Gurncc, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff 
Jerome P. 'Schcutz, 


named as an unindlcted conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor.'But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gllkcrson said Clavcy, now a furniture 


.salesman, "got It (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavcy could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavcy 
and Jack Hoogaslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Mogdelelne last November. 


DcFOOH. WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, sold in an interview 
in October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offlcal in exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enablo him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've 
been In operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yot. We were In Kenosha for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DeFoor said he opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might become a 
"political football" in Cook County. 


"We chose Lake over Cook County 


strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used us as a 
political football. We don't want this. The 
man seeking office who probably doesn't 
have any other way of getting his name 
in the paper uses us as a whipping boy. 
Our attorneys checked out the area and 
found this was the place where we would 
less likely be hassled." 


OTHER COUNTS said Clavey falsely 


denied to the grand jury that he received 
money from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
had offered to pay him and Schcutz 
$1,000 a month and denied receiving any 
income other than that reported on his 


federal income tax returns for the years 
1971,1972 "and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial Income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavey falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Bevenue Service.

Nels Hornstrom became involved in

shire Ln., would be particularly inter- 
ested in public works because of his ex- 
perience in construction, water and sani- 
tary systems. He said he would not hesi- 
tate to put on a hard hat and go into a 
construction area to do a little inspecting 
on his own as a trustee. He is field super- 
intendent for J. S. Adams Co., DCS 
Plaines. 


The candidate believes Schaumburg 


needs a train station and regional trans- 
portation center and believes improved 
roads can be achieved by effective com- 
munication with state and county high- 
way departments. 


While he does not favor dense residen-

Ford asks $1 billion for S. Vietnam 


PRESIDENT KOHI) 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford nsked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly SI 
billion in aid (or South Vietnam and to 
Rive him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, in u somber "Stale of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Woyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million in military aid "If there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for S230 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting it would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million In arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19, He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD. IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress' refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed 
aid in 


January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, It may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations Immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election to bo over. Very shortly, 
tte'll start to move." Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or June. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan, including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
In .store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights if the vill.ige board approves the 
proposal.

fumed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted . . . delighted."

together for presentation to the village.

"To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium arc the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
tno professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskcy said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prol>- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials 
will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "If they want us 
to," 


McCaskcy said, But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said, 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season In the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium in Orchard 
Park. N.Y., home of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 197.1, took 14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by tlie taxpayers of Erie County, 
N.Y.

extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gllkcrson said Clavcy, now a furniture 


salesman, "got it (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavcy could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $63,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clovey was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavcy 
and Jock Hoogaslan, Lako County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Magdclcinp last November. 


DcFOOft, WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
In October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offical In exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've 
been in operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. We were in Kenosha for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DeFoor said he opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might become a 
"political football" In Cook County. 


"We chose Lake over Cook County 


strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used' us as a 
political football. We don't want this. The 
man seeking office who probably doesn't 
have any other way of getting his name 
In the paper uses us as a whipping boy. 
Our attorneys checked out the area and 
found this was the place where we would 
less likely be hassled." 


OTHER COUNTS said Clavey falsely 


denied to the grand jury that he received 
money from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
had offered to pay him and Scheutz 
$1,000 a month and denied receiving any 
income other than that reported on his 


federal income tax returns for the years 
1971,1972 and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an Income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavey falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged In wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Revenue Service.

past in coming up with new ideas and 
programs" such as propane-fueled police 
cars, said Rolfe. But now they have stag- 
nated, he said, and the council is not de- 
voting enough thought to expenditures 
and ordinances. 


Rolfe, 22, of 4411 Lincoln Ave., would 


like the city to seek more state and fed- 
eral grant monies for ecological projects 
and development of bicycle trails. "The 
state last year gave $1 for every bike 
registered in a municipality," he said. 
The council should sponsor a bike-regis- 
tration program to win such funds, and 
finance safe blko trails, he said. 


ROLFE WOULD drop the city scholar- 


ship program. "People are having a hard 
enough time putting their own kids 
through school. They don't want their tax 
money spent" to educate other students, 
he said. He also called for closer review 
of each expenditure. The city recently 
spent $7,000 for pick up trucks, he said, 
when the low bid was $6,000. The council 
declined to purchase the sanitary-sewer 
system in the recently annexed Rohl- 
wing-Hicks area, at a cost of less than 
$1,000 over assessed value, he said. But 
stormwater seepage has overloaded tho 
system, causing scwcr backups and 
standing water.

He docs not believe officials on the city 


council arc doing that. Neuckranz quar- 
rels with the city's purchase of a 6.7-acre 
site In the north end of the city for near- 
ly $475,000, with no certain plan for the 
land's use, when he believes the city 
should have a fire station in the southern 
end now. Neuckranz' also puts top prior- 
ity on Installation of the proposed South 
Street sewer to relieve flooding problems 
Waverly Park and the area at Meadow 
Drive and South Street have experienced 
"for years," he said. 


"You can look at land and everything 


as advance planning, but I look at today 
before tomorrow," he said. 


NEUCKRANZ SAID he docs "not like

Population 
has Increased by only about 3,000 per- 
sons, he said. "We're getting nothing we 
didn't get before, but we're taking in fan- 
tastic amounts of money spent on one- 
shot Improvements," he said. He feels 
more could be done with the money, and 
cites his budget cutting record in park 
board service as evidence he can effect 
savings In city expenditures to provide

take on the system, Rolfe said and the 
delay "will cost the city and the resi- 
dents a lot of money." 


Rolling Meadows is suffering from a 


"total lack of planning" in the area of 
new development, said Rolfe, blaming 
that lack for development of a locally 
opposed home for retarded adults in his 
ward. The city should have clarified all 
aspects of development of that site when 
it was annexed, he said. 


While the city will be forced to grow 


through western land annexations Rolfe 
does not desire, he said the city can insist 
new areas be self-sufficient, including a 
mix of homes, offices or light industry, a 
small shopping center and recreational 
facilities, lie said. 


Rolfe would seek more feedback from 


residents by putting more information of 
substance into the newsletter, including 
details on expenditures, and by canvass- 
ing for opinions on major issues. 


Rnlfe also would promote more inter- 


play between the city and state and 
county governments. He cited a problem 
for residents bordering 111. Rtc. 53 and 
Frontage Road from highway debris and 
fencing, and said tho city should use Us 
influence to solve them.

Ford asks $1 billion for S. Vietnam 


PIIESIDENT KOKD 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within (ho next nine days nearly $1 
billion In aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million In military aid "If there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends In Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting It would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million In arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and' 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD. IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies In Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress* refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "the brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid in 
January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
•and Russia, "to use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president. 


"The thing Is going to depend on Die 


new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election lo be over. Very shortly, 
we'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or June. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan, including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
In store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights If the village board approves the 
proposal.

Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Bears this week 
to announce their Intentions, he said, ad- 
ding that the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted . .. delighted." 


McCaskcy said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, Including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason In- 


trasquad game with proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend 


the three preseason and seven regularly 
scheduled league games. The village also 
is considering a dally parking tax. 


• A guaranteed annual revenue to the 


village. 


In return, Madison Square Garden is 
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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building the stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskey said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium ore the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs ami the While Sox, hove been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he snid. 


"Arlington Heights would become ous 


home community in many ways," 
McCaskey said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing tliere, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate In 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to' 
the village "if they want us 
to," 


McCaskcy said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will bo that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskcy 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar

Voters to decide Tuesday 
on future of clerk's post

A referendum Is scheduled Tuesday, 


along with Hie village election, in which 
residents will decide if the village clerk's 
job should be elected or appointed. The 
clerk currently is an elected, part-time 
official. 


The referendum has not become a 


campaign issue in the race for three 
scats on the village board, although Vil- 
lage Clerk Diane Grccnlces nnd Deputy 
Clerk June Boston strongly endorse mak- 
ing the clerk a full-time position appoint- 
ed by the village manager. 


"It's no real change. You have an ap- 


pointed clerk now for all oractical pur- 
poses," Mrs. Grecnlccs said. She said 
that while she Is the elected clerk and 
the person people see taking notes at vil- 
lage board meetings, the day-to-day 
duties of the clerk's office arc handled 
by the deputy clerk. 


"While the people elect a clerk to take 


care of the village papers that Is not 


what she docs. She is merely a secre- 
tary," said Mrs. Boston, who has served 
as an elected clerk and deputy clerk. 
"This way the person who is supposed to 
be in charge would actually be doing the 
•work." 


BOTH THINK PALATINE would run 


smoother if the clerk was appointed. 


If an unqualified person was elected 


clerk the village would be jtuck with the 
person for four years, Mrs. Greenlees 
said. She said by appointing the clerk the 
village probably would get a better quali- 
fied person and if the person wasn't qual- 
ified he could be removed like any other 
department head appointed by the man- 
ager. 


"I am afraid an elected full-time clerk 


could run counter to the manager," Mrs. 
Boston said. She said that a power 
struggle could develop between a village 
manager and elected clerk. Mrs. Boston 
said she did not think a clerk should 
have to take time from her duties at 


village hall every four years to run for 
office. 


"The clerk Is not a policymaker, has 


no vote on the board and there is nothing 
to warrent making it an elected job," 
Mrs. Boston said. 


Critics who favor keeping the village 


clerk an elected position argue: 


• Elections should be conducted by an 


elected official-accountable to the people. 


• An elected clerk would ensure the 


integrity and access to village records. 


• An elected clerk could serve as an 


administrative watchdog. 


There also is resistance among those 


active in local government to giving up 
an elected position, especially because 
the clerk's position offers an opportunity 
to place a woman's name on a party 
slate. 


Arguments in favor of making the vil- 


lage clerk an appointed position include: 


• The clerk's duties are administrative

Ex-sheriff indicted in shakedown plot

Former Sheriff Orvllle S. Clavcy of 


Lake County was indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand Jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavcy, defeated last year in hid bid 


for « second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In the indictment of plotting to 
shake down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1072 and May 1073. 


Ho also was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that he took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L.'DcFoor and for 
denying that ho took a kickback from a 
llo-dctoctor Urm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Ally. George Gllker- 


son sold Thursday that Clavcy, 5044 Dar- 
lene Dr., Gurnee, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Jerome P. Schcutz, 
named,as on unlndicted conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gilkerson said Clavey, now a furniture 


salesman, "got it (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavey could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $85,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavey was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavey 
'and Jack Hoogaslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clayey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Magdelelnc last November. 


DcFOOR, WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
in October 1072, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offical In exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've been in operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. Wp were in, Kenosha for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DeFoor said be opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might become a

Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial Income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavey falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Revenue Service.

Fred H. Zajonc holds (ho distinction of 


being tlm senior member of the Palatine 
Village Board and the only trustee not 
elected on the Republican ticket. 


After eight years on the '.ward. Zajonc 


was ready to step down but says tie was 
goaded Into seeking another four-year 
term by Republican criticism of him and 
past trustees. 


"We love tills town. We might not have 


always done as good a job is uc could 
but I think the village grew up pretty 
nice." Zajonc said. 


Mismanagement of personnel and fi- 


nances arc the key issues of Zajonc's 
campaign. 


Zajonc, 00, said the current adminis- 


tration's mismanagement of finances 
was proven by their continual need to 
amend the 1D74-73 village budget. 


"We had new people and new board 


members who didn't know what they 
were doing. They didn't keep track of 
spending because they thought there was 
a bottomless well." Zajonc said. 


Zajonc cited the soar in legal and con- 


sulting fees and employe salaries as part 
of the board's financial problems. 


Instead of looking for new sources of 


revenue like a utility tax, tax on apart- 
ments and others, Zajonc feels the board 
should increase the property tax if it 
needs more money. 


He favors a referendum before the 


board issues any revenue or general-obli- 
gation bonds to fund projects. 


ZAJONC SAID HE would vote against 


the purchase of Ferndale Heights Utility 
Co. and the annexation of Pepper Tree 
Farms, English Valley and Hcathcrlca 
subdivisions. 


He explained there are 750 families 


and 14 miles of streets in the three subdi- 
visions for which the village would have 
to provide services with no real estate 
taxes to pay far the services. 


"The citizens of Palatine would even- 


tually end up paying for It. We should 
put a stop to this (the annexation) until 
we get our finances in order," lie added.

"Tlio elected officials have become so

department heads left from the previous 
board.

another major concern. 


"I don't think we really need as much 


redevelopment downtown as is stated," 
Zajonc said. Instead of a massive rede- 
velopment, Zajonc feels the village 
should take steps to make the downtown 
area more attractive to shoppers. He 
suggests the removal of parking meters 
and a better traffic flow. 


Bryan Coughlin has definite ideas — 


sometimes controversial ones — about a 
lot of things which have happened during 
his two years as a trustee. 


• "We handled the Centner affair to- 


tally wrong. We opened up a lot of 
wounds and spent a tot of money -we 
didn't have to." 


• "We must rigorously enforce the 


master plan. The village lost the battle 
over Old Madrid and I'm not about to let 
it happen again."

• "I'm not sure anything is needed," 


he says in response to a proposal by his 
running mate Philip E. Stern for a home 
buyers' protection ordinance. "If there 
are fraudulent activities going on there 
are plenty of fraud statutes on the books 
to handle them." 


Coughlin's comments on the home buy- 


ers' protection proposal possibly say the 


most about his performance as a trustee 
the past two years. Often he has been the 
lone dissenting vote on issues facing the 
board although be is a member of the 
R e p u b l i c a n majority. For example, 
Coughlin was the only Republican trustee 
to argue against the ethics ordinance 
saying the legislation was a "fine line 
between confidence in government and 
driving away people who can make the 
greatest contribution." 


He is running on what he considers a 


good record of public service especially 
in the areas of finance and planning. He 
was on the village plan commission from 
1968-73. 


Coughlin, 43, says there is no need to 


increase the municipal real estate tax, 
although he admits much of the surplus 
finances available when the Republican 
administration took office two years ago 
now is gone. 


"We took care of a lot of deferred 


spending," Coughlin says, pointing to 
several purchases including cleaning Salt

She favors restricting 
the powers of the proposed redevelop- 
ment commission so it cannot condemn 
property or even have the power to relo- 
cate businesses. 


Philip E. Stern thinks the Village of 


Palatine is being "run better than ever 
before" but adds there still is room for 
improvement. 


Stern, a Republican incumbent seeking

During his short tenure, he has been

Flooding got John V. Serio interested 


in Palatine village government more 
than two years ago and now he thinks he 
has a flood program that merits his elec- 
tion to the Palatine Village Board. 


Serio, 31, the Republican-endorsed can- 


didate for the seat now held by Trustee 
Fred H. Zajonc, said he got interested in 
village government when his home start- 
ed flooding and the former adminis- 
tration was unresponsive to any sugges- 
tions to correct the flooding situation. He 
was a member of the citizens' clean 
streams and flood committee. 


He actively supported the Republican 


ticket two years ago and after their 
sweep of the ejection the controversial 
Hellen Road storm sewer was put in sol- 
ving his flooding problem. 


Serio now thinks he had a program 


that can help other residents faced with 
flooding problems.

ON ECONOMICS, Stern feels the vil-

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Ford asks 1 billion for S. Vietnam 


PRESIDENT FOHD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly $1 
billion in aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to n joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Wcyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million In military aid "If there Is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting It would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million In arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary."' 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whoso lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world.

be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, said Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Gurdon president. 


"The thing Is going to depend on the 


new (village) board. We've been waiting 
for the election to be over Very shortly, 
we'll start to move," Cohen said, adding 
that the presentation should be ready by 
May or June. 


He declined Thursday to disclose any 


details of the stadium plan, Including 
what possible financial benefits might be 
In store for the Village of Arlington 
Heights if the village board approves the 
proposal. 


IN 
CHICAGO. Edward McCaskcy, 


Bears vice president and treasurer, con- 
firmed the plans to go ahead with the 
stadium proposal. Madison Square Gar- 
den officials called the Gears this week 
to announce their intentions, he said, ad- 
ding thnt the team's owners were "de- 
lighted ... delighted .. . delighted." 


McCaskcy said he did not kow the de- 


tails of the financial package being put 
together for presentation to the village. 
But he mentioned several possible con- 
tract conditions, including: 


• A specially scheduled preseason in- 


trasquad game nilh proceeds donated to 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


• An admission tax on fans who attend 


the three preseason and seven regularly 
scheduled league games. The village also 
is considering a daily parking tax. 


• A guaranteed annual revenue to the 


village. 


In return, Madison Square Garden is 
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expected to ask the village to issue mu- 
nicipal-revenue bonds to pay all or part 
of the cost of building the stadium. The 
construction cost has been estimated at 
$35 million. 


McCaskcy said if the stadium is ap- 


proved, the Bears would sign a long-term 
lease for use of the facility. "To be fair, 
the lease would have to be at least as 
long as the life of the bonds," he said. 


OTHER POSSIBLE users that have 


been mentioned for the Arlington Park 
stadium arc the Chicago Sting, a new 
professional soccer team, and perhaps 
track teams, McCaskcy said. Chicago's 
two professional baseball teams, the 
Cubs and the White Sox, have been ruled 
out because they both own their ball 
parks, he said. 


"Arlington Heights would become our 


home 
community in many ways," 


McCaskcy said. "We would have our of- 
fices there, do all our practicing there, 
and a number of our people would prob- 
ably want to live there." 


Bears' officials will participate in 


Madison Square Garden's presentation to 
the village "if they want us to," 
McCaskcy said. But he emphasized that 
the Bears' status will be that of a prime 
tenant, not a stadium promoter or devel- 
oper. No team money will be used to 
build the facility, he said. 


"We're very, very bullish about mov- 


ing to Arlington Heights," McCaskey 
said, adding that the team hopes to play 
its 1977 season in the new stadium. 


The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium in Orchard 
Park, N.Y.. home of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 1973, took 14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y. 


THE LOCATION of the proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it 
is believed to bo northwest of the exist-

"We're delighted we've found two se- 


niors with experience who want to help 
us," Eppley said. Miss Bowler is a for- 
mer receptionist for a doctor and Mrs. 
Grigsby is a former teacher, Eppley 
said. 


Eppley has said he plans to use local 


seniors as part-time help in areas where 
the seniors may be skilled. He said he 
would use- them for special projects as 
well, if additional personnel is needed. 
"Whenever possible I will do that," Ep- 


plcy said. "As things (jobs) come up, se- 
nior citizens need not fear to apply." 


EPPLEY SAID THE hiring of seniors 


works well for both the seniors and the 
village. He said seniors, by working part 
time, can receive extra income without 
disqualifying themselves from Social Se- 
curity benefits. 


The village is helped, Eppley said, be- 


cause part-time workers do not receive

Former Sheriff Orvillc S. Clavcy of 


Lake County was indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand Jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from a 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clnvcy, defeated last year in hut bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In the Indictment of plotting to 
shake down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1072 and May 1073. 


He also was charged with tax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that ho took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DoFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
lie-detector firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. George Gllkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavcy, 5044 Car- 
Icnc Dr., Gurnce, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Jerome P. Schcutz, 
named as an unlndictcd conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined to discuss the matter further. 


Gllkcrson said Clavey, now a furniture 


salesman, "got It (the money) because of 
his position." 1(2 added Clavey could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 if convicted. 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for the entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub. Clavoy 
and Jack Hoogasian, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
the area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der to gain reelection. Clavey, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Mogdelclne lost November. 


DcFOOR, WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
In October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offlcal in exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've 
been in operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. We were in Kenosha' for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DcFoor said be opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might become a 
"political football" in Cook County. 


"We chose Lake over Cook County 


strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used us as a 
political football. We don't want this. The 
man seeking office who probably doesn't 
have any other way of getting his name 
in the paper uses us as a whipping boy. 
Our attorneys checked out the area and 
found this was the place where we would 
less likely be hassled." 


OTHER COUNTS said Clavey falsely 


denied to the grand jury that he received 
money from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
'had offered to pay him and Scheutz 
$1,000 a month and denied receiving any 
income other than that reported on bis 


federal income tax returns for the years 
1971,1972 and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. 


Another count charged Clavey falsely 


defied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Revenue Service.

J Ford asks $1 billion for S. Vietnam 
/«f 


I'HESIDENT KOIU) 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Thursday to pro- 
vide within the next nine days nearly $1 
billion In aid for South Vietnam and to 
give him authority to use troops to res- 
cue Americans and tens of thousands of 
South Vietnamese. 


Ford, In a somber "State of the World" 


address to a joint session of Congress, 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, just 
back from Saigon, reported that the 
South Vietnamese urgently need $722 
million in military aid "if there is to be 
any chance of success for their defense 
plan." 


Ford also asked for $250 million in eco- 


nomic and humanitarian aid for the 
beleaguered nation. 


"A vast human tragedy has befallen 


our friends in Vietnam1 and Cambodia," 
the President reported to Congress. 


He refrained from predicting It would 


enable the South Vietnamese to ward off 
defeat by the Communists, but he said, 
"In my judgment, a stabilization of the 
military situation offers the best opportu- 
nity for a political solution." 


In the aftermath of the South Vietnam- 


ese retreats which permitted the Com- 
munists to occupy two-thirds of the coun- 
tryside, Congress has been reluctant to 
provide even the earlier request from 


Ford for $300 million in arms aid for Sai- 
gon. 


Ford asked Congress to provide the 


funds by April 19. He also asked for 
enactment of legislation by that date to 
enable him to use American troops "for 
the limited purposes of protecting Ameri- 
can lives by ensuring their evacuation, if 
this should become necessary." 


In addition, Ford said this country has 


a moral obligation to help evacuate tens 
of thousands of South Vietnamese civil- 
ians who work for Americans and addi- 
tional thousands of intellectuals, editors, 
teachers and others, "whose lives may 


be endangered, should the worst come to 
pass." 


Ford said America had a moral obliga- 


tion to help its troubled allies in Asia and 
to honor its commitments around the 
world. 


FORD. IN A SPEECH of "straight 


talk" broadcast and televised from the 
House chamber, also: 


• Announced he plans to visit China 


later this year. 


• Announced he expects to meet with 


U.S. allies in Europe at a summit confer- 
ence "in the very near future." 


• Deplored Congress1 refusal to pro- 


vide arms and food to "th'e brave Cam- 


bodians" when he proposed aid 
fn 


January. "I regret to say that as of this 
evening, it may be too late," he said. 


• Urged North Vietnam "to cease mil- 


itary operations immediately and to hon- 
or the terms of the Paris agreement." 


• Called upon all nations which signed 


the Paris agreement, including China 
and Russia, "to-use their influence to 
halt the fighting and enforce the 1973 ac- 
cords." 


• Asked Congress to lift its embargo 


— "an unprecedented act against a 
friend" — against shipment of arms to

The proposed Bears' stadium is similar 


to an 80,000-scat stadium In Orchard 
Park, N.Y., homo of the Buffalo Bills 
professional football team. The Bills' sta- 
dium, dedicated in 1973, took ,14 months 
to build. Its $21.5 million cost was fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of Eric County, 
N.Y. 


THIS LOCATION of the proposed sta- 


dium has never been specified, though it

New village board may get

The opinions and votes of the newly 


elected Arlington Heights village board 
members may determine whether Madi- 
son Square Garden's stadium proposal is 
ultimately rejected or accepted. 


V i l l a g e president-elect James T. 


Ryan's initial reaction Thursday was 
skeptical. "I'll believe it when I see it," 
he said, explaining that lie doubted the 
team's serious intention to leave the City 
of Chicago. 


Ryan identified three major consid- 


erations in evaluating a stadium propos- 
al. He said he was against using tax- 
payer dollars to build or operate a sta- 
dium. He said the facility could not be 
accepted if it were wholly obnoxious to 
area residents. And he predicted that 
more than just Bears football games 
would be needed to make the stadium a 
success. 


"We've got to see an awful lot of 


tilings. We must weigh the economic ad- 
vantages against the disadvantage of 
parking problems, extra police and traf- 


fic," Ryan said Thursday after being in- 
formed of Madison Square Garden's 
stated intention. 


TRUSTEE-ELECT August C. Bettman 


has said he thought the village should 
actively pursue a stadium for its revenue 
advantages, but should not use tax mon- 
ey to build it. 


"We can't build a stadium for them. 


The land is available and it's going to be 
developed. We know that. I guess what it 
boils down to is, 'Is it a good deal for 
Arlington Heights?' " 


Trustee 0. V. Anderson also said the 


stadium "could be a good deal for the 
village financially." 


"But I would want to have a good feel- 


ing from the people of Arlington Heights 
before I'd go for it. Do we want the 
crowds? And God help us if they still 
come back with that apartment com- 
plex," Anderson said. 


Trustee-elect Robert H. Miller said he 


needed to know more about the stadium 
proposal before he could make up his 


m i n d . And Trustee-elect Madeline 
Scbroeder said the full impact of an 
80,000-seat stadium would have to be de- 
termined and planned for before it could 
be built.

Former Sheriff Orville S. Clavcy of 


Lake County was indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand Jury on charges of con- 
spiring to extort $1,000 a month from n 
Half Day bar that features nude dancing. 


Clavcy, defeated last year In his bid 


for a second term as sheriff, was ac- 
cused In tho Indictment of plotting to 
shake down the controversial Cheetah II 
for a total of about $12,000 between May 
1072 and May 1973. 


He also was charged with lax evasion 


and with perjury for denying to the 
grand jury that ho took payoffs from 
Cheetah owner Mark L. DcFoor and for 
denying that he took a kickback from a 
llc-dctcctor firm. 


ASSISTANT U.S. Ally. George Gilkcr- 


son said Thursday that Clavcy, 5044 Dar- 
Icnc Dr., Gurnec, conspired with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff 
Jerome P. Schcutz, 


named as an unindictcd conspirator, to 
extort money from DcFoor. But he de- 
clined lo discuss the matter further. 


Gilkcrson said Clavcy, now a furniture 


salesman, "got it (the money) because of 
his position." He added Clavcy could re- 
ceive sentences of up to 49 years and 
fines totaling $65,000 If convictoU 


The shakedown scheme occurred at the 


time Clavcy was publicly proclaiming his 
dislike for tho entertainment offered at 
the Milwaukee Avenue nightclub.- Clavcy 
and Jack Hoogoslan, Lake County state's 
attorney, tried unsuccessfully to close 
tho area's topless-bottomless clubs, but 


both used their attempts as political fod- 
der lo gain reelection. Clavoy, 42, was 
defeated for reelection by Edmund La- 
Magdclcinc last November. 


DcFOOIt. WHO WAS unavailable for 


comment Thursday, said in an interview 
in October 1972, the same period that the 
payoffs allegedly occurred, that he had 
never been asked for money from any 
public offical in exchange for a hands-off 
policy which would enable him to run his 
business without fear of harassment. 


"I've been in operation for seven 


weeks," he said, "and I haven't been ap- 
proached yet. Wo wore in Kcnosha for 
two years and never paid under the 
table." 


DcFoor said ho opened his club where 


he did because he felt he might bccbme a 
"political football" in Cook County. 


"We chose Lake over Cook County 


strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used' us as a 
political football. We don't want this. The 
man seeking office who probably doesn't 
have any other way of getting his name 
in the paper uses us as a whipping boy.

denied to the grand jury that ho received 
moncy-from any operators of any places 
of entertainment, denied any club owner 
had offered to pay him and Scheutz 
$1,000 a month and denied receiving any 
Income other than that reported on his 


federal income tax returns for the years 
1971, 1972 and 1973. 


Tax returns filed jointly with his wife 


showed he received an Income of about 
$20,000 each year when he actually re- 
ceived "substantial income" in addition 
to this amount, the grand jury said. . 


Another count charged Clavcy falsely 


denied he had ever approved wire tap- 
ping by his deputies or knew they en- 
gaged in wiretapping. 


A final count charged he arranged to 


get a kickback from a person who was 
awarded a contract to give lie-detector 
tests and that he denied splitting the 
money. 


The indictments resulted from an 


eight-month investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Revenue Service.

oral 
Aviation Administration an- 


nounced plans Thursday to equip its 
most sophisticated airport radars 
with a $2.4 million double-alert sys- 
tem to warn If aircraft descend too 
low whilo trying to land. 


An FAA spokesman said the sys- 


tem would be installed at 64 airports 
around the nation before the end of 
next year. 


Under the new system, the spokes- 


man said, radar operators would re- 
ceive both visual and audible warn- 
ings should aircraft descend to un- 
safe altitudes while under their con- 
trol In the terminal approach area — 
generally the airspace within 30 
miles of an airport.
